Next to the Lord Sackville incident, 
probably the most disastrous blunder 
made in a national political campaign in 
Was when a friend of Mr. Blaine made 
his unfortunate reference to the three 
Rs. It was at the close of a bitterly 
fought campaign, and many of the lead- 
ers belleved that in the last analysis the 
result would be determined by the vote 
of New York state, and that that in 
turn would’ be carried by the vote of 
New York city. At this stage of the 
game, when the managers of both the 
republican and democratic campaigns 
were on the alert for last cards, rhoor- 
backs,: and other devices that usually 
come out on the very eye of election, 
some one suggested that it would be a 
good idea for Mr. Blaing to receive the 
Indorsement of those who represented 
the moral’ element of New York city.

at the Fifth Avenue hotel, when Rev.

These are not the only incidents that 
have created a disturbance during presi- 
dential elections. At the time of the 
contest between John Quincy Adams and 
Andrew Jackson, Henry Clay was looked 
upon as a possible compromise candi- 
date. Before the day for counting the 
votes, the sit%ation in the house of repre- 
sentatives was filled with possibilities of 
scandal. In the midst of the excitement 
a letter was published in The Columbia 
Observer of Philaéelphia, on January 28, 
dated at Washington, from which the 
following is extracted: ‘“‘For some time 
past the friends of Clay have hinted 
like the Swiss, woula fight 
for those that pay best. Overtures were 
said to have been made by the friends 
of Adams to the friends of Clay, of- 
fering him the appointment of sécretary 
of state for his aid to elect Adams, and 
the friends of Clay gave this informa- 
tion to the friends of Jackson, an@ hinted 
that if the friends of Jackson would of- 
fer the eame price they would close 
with him.” 

Mr. Clay immediately denounced the 
publication, saying that he believed it 
was a forgery; ‘“‘but if it be genuine, I 
pronounce the member, whoever he may 
be, a base and infamous calumniator and 
dastard and liar.” George Kremer, of 
Pennsylvania, admitted the authorship 
of the letter and offered to prove his 
charges. The matter dragged along for 
some time, but those who are in a posi- 
tion to judge of these things intelligently 
express the belief that the charges were 
never proven.

The let- 
ter was printed by the hundreds of thou- 
sands and distributed in loca™ties where 
it undoubtedly injured the candidacy of 
the republican candidate. Leer in the 
campaign it was proven to be a forgery, 
but the denials: were not nearly so ef- 
fective ag the charges. It was during 
this same campaign that the democratic 
press and the democratic: orators im- 
pugned the integrity of General Garfield 
as &@ member of the hougm of representa- 
tives with reference to the credit mobiler, 
which caused @ great deal of excitement 
in congrss in the years 1872 and 1873. 
General Garfield was alleged to have re- 
ceived $329 as a crédit mobiler dividend, 
and these figures were painted, chalked 
and printed everywhere, despite the earn- 
est denial of the: mam who was accused. 

Some men who are in the public eye 
but who have not held -public office, are 
shrewd enough to avoid the pitfalls which 
lurk in the way of the inexperienced and 
unwary. One of these was General] 
Sherman, who, when he was urged by

How Francis Joseph Punished 
an Incompetent Official, 


Angered by Condition of the Streets 
of Vienna, the Emperor Gave 
His Commissioner a Fu- 
rious Rice and a Mud 
Bath.

Vienna, June 4.—For a considerable 
time Emperor Francis Joseph suffered 
from the sorry condition of the high road 
to Schoenbrunn, and protests being of no 
avail, resolved to teach the street come- 
missioner a lesson. 

Yesterday morning early the_ street 
commissioner received a telegram to hold 
himself ready to drive to Schoenbrunn 
at !2 sharp, as the emperor desired to 
see him in person and would be pleased 
to send a carriage for him. Mr. Street 
Commissioner was overwfielmed with the 
sense of importance, and spent three 
hours dressing himself in the latest fash- 
ion: Swallow tail coat, a vest with two 
buitons, white tie and an elaborate shirt 
front. At the appointed hour an open 
coach drove up, but though the sky was 
threatening, the groom told Mr. Street 
Commissioner that he must not don an 
overcoat. His majesty did not like it, 
as he never wore one himself. Of course 
the street commisstoner would rather 
freeze to death than offend his majc¢sty, 
and left his overcoat at home. As long 
as the journey proceeded through the 
streets of Vienna everything went well, 
for the thoroughfares were spotless, and 
the street commissioner had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing a thousand eves leveled 
upon him and his finery; everybody was 
aware that he had been invited to pot- 
luck by his majesty and was wheeiing 
along in an f{mperial chariot with the 
well-known gilded wheels. But when the 
carriage reached the outskirts of the 
town things began to Jook different. 


Though the road was full of ruts, and 
these ruts -were filled with dirty, stag- 
nant water, the driver whipped up his 
horses and proceeded at break-neck pace, 
Great splashes of mud settled on Mr. 
Street Commissioner’s nose and high silk 
hat. on his shirt front even, yet the 
coachman was deaf to arguments. H®6 
ealloped his horses, and galloped them 
again, and the carriage swayed from 
one side of the road to the other; indeed 
it looked as if its conductor was seeking 
the biggest puddles, the worst Impedi- 
ments.

McNeal Will Get Money

Raleigh, N. C:, June 4.—(Special.)—The 
Seaboard Air Line railway will pay to 
Editor McNeal $4,000. the supreme court 
having decided that McNeal, though trav- 
eling on an expired free pass, was en- 
titled to damages. ° 

McNeal got on the train and showed 
the conductor his pass, which had ex- 
pired. telling the conductor he had an 
agreement with the railway by which he 
was to have a free pass for pubiishing 
the schedule. He added that if the con- 
ductor insisted on payment it would be 
made, but the conductor did not insist 
and passed him. ! 

The train a few miles farther left the 
rails and there was a wreck in which sev- 
ern] pérsOns were hurt, McNeal among 
them. He sued for $10,000, but was 
given $4,000, and the railway appealed.

It is not so much the addition of twenty- 
six yotes to tNe Parker cOlumn as it 1s 
for the effect they belieVe this action of 
Georgia will have upon southern states, 
and perhaps some others, which have not 
as yet held their conventions. lf there 
was any doubt of Mississippi instructing, 
it 1s probable tDnat the Georgia action will 
settle things so far as that state is con- 
cerned, and it Is hoped by Judge Par- 
ker’s managers that the Georgia result 
will have similar effect. upon Texas. 
With these three southern states added to 
the list of fhose instructed, they figure 
out the development of a popular wave 
which will carry their candidate safely 
through .to the nomination. 

Their predictions in this direction may 
be realized, though, of course, nothing is 
certain in politics until it is settied. A 
great many democrats, particuiarly tnose 
in touch with some of the big states of 
the north and middle west, do not believe 
that Judge Parker’s nomination is certain, 
though it can be said in all honesty tnat 
there {is little—practically no—antagonism 
toward Judge Parker himself. As he has 
no great amount of enthusiastic support 
in any quartér, so has he no virulent op- 
position. The fact that he has not been 
active in politics during the last dozen 


) years and that he very properly has not 


indulged in the discussion of politics while 
on the bench has naturally operated to 
give his supporters nothing upon which 
to hang any great amount of enthusiasm, 
but whatever lack there is in this direc- 
tion is certainly fully offset by the ex- 
cellent asset of no personal antagonisms. 


Talk of “The Company He Keeps.” 

The only real opposition to Judge rar- 
ker’s candidacy is based on antagonisms 
made in the past by the men who have 
been most active in his support. This 
is particularly true so far as it relates 
to, Senator Hill, State Senator Pat Mc- 
Carren and the Belmont boys. 

Withy regard to McCarren, the opposi- 
tion is confined entirely to New York 
and !s based upon local conditions ig the 
greater city. It is not necessary to g0 
into details concerning these, tor tney 
are of importance solely in so far as they 
may have bearing upon the national re- 
sult. The Tammany crowd very natu- 
rally has a “cold feet’ feeling toward 
anything especially championed by Mc- 
Carren, just as it has toward the Hill 
championship of any man or any meas- 
ure. 

The Belmont antagonism is largely lo- 
cal, too. It may reach out into Ken- 
tucky, because of August’s connection 
with the Louisville and NaShville in tne 
days of the Goebel contest, and it is 
being used by some people who apparent- 
ly seek an excuse for oppaesing the Par- 
ker movement, but certainly it cuts no 
figure generally, 

However mich it may have hurt in 
these directions, the damage is more than 
offset by the value of the Belmont sup- 
pert. August and Perry Belmont have 
been most active in bringing about the 
Parker organization which has been as- 
siduously promoting the judge’s canai- 
dacy. They have been of great aid in 
this organization, and they are likely to 
be of great value should there be a se- 
rious fight before t® convention. John 
R. McLean, the Ohio leader, said to me 
the other day: 

“It will not do for anybody to suppose 
that the support of the Belmont boys 1s 
not an element -of strength to Judge Par- 
ker. They are fine fellows and fine fight- 
ers. No matter how much | might hnap- 
pen to be ‘against them in any contest, 
I would have to pay tribute to their 
gameness and their character. If I were 
fighting them in any convention and 
somebody would come to me and ask me 
whether either August or Perry would 
carry out any deal, I would promptly 
say that their word was just as good 
as their bond.’’

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position he has at times taken, no man 
who understands the game will fail so 
give him full credit for being master of 
the small things of politics. In a con- 
vention fight, he !s in his proper ele- 
ment. He is dold, fearless, resourceful. 
Conciliation is not his forte, but as @ 
fighter he has no superior emong the 
men who play politics from the national 
standpoint. 

Mr. Hill's enemies, and he has a lot of 
them, have a good deal to say at times 
about his not being popular throughout 
the country. In a sense this may be trve, 
but it will not do to lose sight of the 
fact that at the last national conven- 
tion he was the most popular figure. It 
has always been charged that so far as 
the demonstration over him in the con- 
vention hall at Kansas City was con- 
cerned, that was manufactured by Dick 
Kerens and his republicans, but that 


could not apply to the enthusiasm over 


him among delegates outside the nail, 


and there was plenty of #t. 
Whether or not it was Hill’s first 


hope, when he took charge of the Par- 
ker movement, that it might lead to jis 
own nomination, no man can say with 
certainty. The presidential nomination 
has alwavs been his highest ambition. 
If, however, his hopes led that way, the 
chances are that he has since aban- 
doned them. There is no rea] room 
fcr doubting that he is in earnest in 
the Parker movement. Nor, as I have 
indicated, wil] any man doubt the value 
of his service should things become 
sufficiently complicated at St. Louis to 
bring 6n a serious fight. 


May Be a Hard Fight. 

Will this come? It may. The pres- 
ent trend is undoubtedly strong for Par- 
ker, but there is no present likelihood 
cf there being enough votes openly in- 
structed for him to insure his nomina- 
tion on the first ballot, and no man is 
wise to attempt a prediction concerning 
a convention wherein there is the p°s- 
sibility of a contest prolonged to any 
length, 

The men who indulge in predictions 
as to where uninstructed votes are go- 
ing, would be wise to reserve their 
Zuesses unti] the convention has met. 
There is, of course, to be considered 
the ever-present possibility that by July 
6 the trend will have been so strong 
for®’the New York judge that no other 
Candidates will materialize; a possibil- 
ity, but from the present outlook not 
& probability. Mr. Bryan's open opposi- 
tion to Judge Parker can not be brush- 
éd aside as counting for nothing. It 
will, in all probability, count for a good 
many western votes. Of more impor- 
tance, however, is the doubt on the part 
of a good many democratic leaders of 
the wisdom of Judge Parker's selection. 
It can not be too strongly or too often 
repeated that the prevailing sentiment 
among these men is not’ antagonism for 
Parker, but solely for thé desire to 
get & man who will make the best race. 


How Guffey Talks. : 

Colonel Jim Guffey, the Pennsvivania 
leader, whose sixty-eight votes will be 
& gteat addition to the column of any 
man, expresses the sentiments of these 
men when he says, speakine for the 
Pennsylvania delegation, that it is “ready 
and _ willing to join with her sister 
states in selecting candidates who will 
bring success to the democratic party. 
No combination has been or will he 
entered imto by me until after full and 
free conference with the delegates to the 
convention at St. Louis.’’ 

It is probable that this statement was 
called out by newspaper publications 
showing that Colonel Guffey had been 
in conference with Senator Gorman, ex- 
Senator Smith, of New Jersey, and Lead- 
er Charles F. Murphy, of Tammany. 
The fact that these men had been to- 
gether was enough to give the New 
York newspapers al] the excuse they 
wanted for talk of an anti-Parker deal; 
but Colonel Guffey was also in confer- 
ence with Blue-Eyed Billy Sheehan, 
Judge Parker’s closest political friend, 
and with the Belmonts, so there is as 
much ground for suspicion one way as 
the other. 


Not Unfriendly to Parker. 
Guffey is friendly to Parker, thc {gh 


believing sOme other man might be a 
stronger nominee. Smith, of New Jer- 
sey, is friendly to Parker, though at 
heart for Cleveland; Gorman is friendly 
to Parker, though he would not dodge 
the lightning if it came his way. 

These men are also friendly to Judge 
Gray, of Delaware; Mr. Olney, of Mass- 
achusetts, and Mr. McClelland, the bril- 
liant young mayor of New York. It is 
pretty safe to predict that Maryland, 
West Virginia, New Jersey. Pennsy]- 
vania, Ohio and Michigan will act to- 
gether on such a line as the leaders 
from those states may deem to be wisest 
for the interests of the party as a whole. 
The action of the Michigam conven- 
tion last week places the Michigan 
delegation absolutely in the hands of 
National Committeeman Dan Campau, 
and he will work together with the men 
who hold.the délegations from the other 
states I have mentioned. 

It wil) be a valuable and influential 
support for any man to have. Wil] it 
80 to Gorman or to Gray or to Olney 
Or to McClellan or to Parker? [ doubt 
if the men who are the influential heads 
of these delegations know themselves. 
If they decide that Parker’s nomina- 
tion is best for the party, they will 
probably go to him at once and with- 
out delay. If, however, they seek to 
defeat Parker, they will hold their del- 
egations off, voting for favorite sons or 
candidates not in the running. 


A Republican Estimate. 

A good many people believe Senator 
Gorman will yet be the nominee. One 
of these is Hon, Thad Mahon, a veter- 
an republican member of congress, who 
was in Atlanta yesterday. Mr. Mahon

Pritchard dismissing the proceedings and 
ordering Editor Joseph Daniel released 
from further custody, 

Editor Daniels had severely criticised, 
in his paper of Sunday, May 29, the 
action of Judge Purnell in appointing 
receivers for the Atlantic and North 
Carolina railroad, of which the state of 
North Carolina is three-fourths owner. 
Mr. Daniels, who is one of the most 
prominent citizens of the state and was 
for a number of vears the North Caro- 
lina member of the national democratic 
executive committee, was fined $2,000 
by Judge Purnell for contempt, and on 
refusal to pay the amount was placed 
in custody. ; 

The appointment of receivers for the 
Atlantic and North Carolina road was 
overruled by Chief Justice Fuller, of the 
United States supreme court, and Judge 
Pritchard, the new judge of the fourth 
district, came down from Washington 
to hear the case. 

At.3 o’clock the federal court room 
was filled to overflowing with people who 
were deeply interested in the outcome 
of the habeas corpus proceedings. The 
prisoner, Mr. Daniels, in custody of the 
marshal and accompanied by his attor- 
nevs and friends. filed f!nto the court 
room and ina few moments’ Judge 
Pritchard opened court. Marshal Doek- 
ery gead the writ of Riabeas cornus and 
his réturn thereto and announced to the 
court that {n accordance with the said 
writ«the body of Josephus Danlels was 
before the court. District Attorney Parry 
Ekinner. at the suggestion of Judge 
Pritchard. represented Judge Purnell in 
the hearing. 

Judge R. W. Winston, representing Mr. 
Danflels. made a clear, logical, forceful 
and feeling eneech tn presentine the rea- 
the prisoner should be dis- 
He reviewed the statute under 
whith Mr. Daniels was held and the 
Aecision of the court on same. and 
showed with the utmost clearness that 
Judge Purnell had no jurisdiction and 
that there was no legal reason why the 
rule «hould have been fesued or served. 

istrict Attornev Skinner In answer to 
Judge Pritchard stated that Judge Pur- 
nell had made an order authorizing the 
prisoner to anpeal and to be discharged 
upon his perfecting the appeal and giv- 
ing bond. When this statement was 
made Judge Pritchard asked if this orde= 
was made before or after the writ of 
habeas corpus was granted by him (Judge 
Pritchard). He was informed that the 
order was made by Judge Purnell, after 
the writ of habeas corpus had been 
granted. Judge Pritchard then stated 
that. in his judgment, the rule and order 
made by Judge Purnell was not war- 
ranted by the law, that the prisoner was 
entitled to be discharged and directed 
the clerk to enter an order discharging 
him. 

When this order was made the marshal 
found it impossible to keep order In 
the court room. The intense strain under 
which people had been laboring ever 
since the arrest and imprisonment of 
Mr. Daniels was relleved and pleasure 
and satisfaction was observed on every 
face. A stream of friends crowded 
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Editor Josephus Daniels and His Children. 
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around Mr. Daniels to shake his hand 
and to congratulate him on the fact 
that he had been vindicated in his manly 
stand for the freedom of the press in 
North Carolina. 

This was Judge Pritchard’s first case 
after he was sworn in as circuit court 
judge, and his fair and impartial action 
in discharging and releasing a man who 
was unjustly imprisoned has made a deep 
impression on the people of North Caro- 
lina. 

McBee Appointed Receiver. 

The facts leading up to these contempt 
proceedings form a page in the history 
of the state which will long be remem- 
bered by the people. Several months 
ago application was made at Norfolk, 
Va.. to Judge T. R. Purnell, United States 
Dt&trict judge for eastern district of 
North Carglina, for a receiver for the 
Atlantic and North Carolina railroad—a 
railroad in which the state owns nearly 
all of the etock. This application was 
made by one Finch. Judge Purnell is- 
sued an order at Narfolk appointing 
McRea ‘receiver of the road, without 
notice to the state. On the next day 
Judge Purnell came to Raleigh, and 
recognizing the fact that he had no 
right to appoint a receiver when out of 
the state, made another order again ap- 
pointing McBee receiver. McBee imme- 
diately took charge of the road and the 
state at once applied to Judge Simontoa 
to vacate Judge Ptfnell's order appoint- 


‘Ing McBee receiver. 


Before this appHication was heard by 
Judge Simonton, ; warrants were iss¥ed 
for McBee and Finch for criminal con- 
spiracy.. This was,heard before Judge 
Walter Clark, chief justice of the su- 
preme court of North Carolina, and it 
was proven that Finch did not own a 
dollar in stock of tHe road and that 
there was a eonspieacy to throw’ the 
property into the hands of a receiver. 
The defendents were, therefore, bound 
over to court to angwer the charge of 
eonspiracy, which is a felony’ in North 
Carolina. ae 
Judge Simonton Discharges Receiver. 

When Judge Simonton heard the ap- 
Plication to discharge the receiver, the 
receiver was. promptly discharged and 
the railroad returned to its owners, the 
state of North Carolina. Judge Purnell 
expressed himself as “highly indignant,” 
and said that he had been imposed on, 
and the people of North Carolina thought 
that this ended the effort of those who 
were trying to secure possession of the 
road through the receivership. Such was 
not the case, however, for a short time 
since another application was made to 
Judge Purnell to appoint a receiver for 
this road. This application was made 
by one Cuyler, and Finch was made 
a party thereto. Notice, however, was 
served on the state when this application 
would be heard by Judge Purnell, and 
when the same was heard the state was 
represented. A bond in any amount to 
be fixed by the judge, to protect the ap- 
plicant to the petitioner from any loss 
he might sustain by permitting the prop- 
erty to remain in the hands of the state, 
was tendered by the state but rejected 
by Judge Purnell. Judge Purnell, how- 
ever, appointed T. D. Mears and V. E.. 
McBee as receivers of the road, McBee 
being at that time under indictment 
found by the grand jury of Wake county 
for a felony. 


The Raleigh News and Courier, which 


is one of the leading daily papers in 
North Carolina, of which Josephus Dan- 
lels is editor, in commenting on this 
action of Judge Purnell, made severe 
editorial comment. The issue of Sun- 
day, May 29, being especially vigorous, 
So much so that it aroused Judge Pur- 
nell very greatly. On Monday he issued 
an order on Daniels to appear before 
him Tuesday, May 31, at 10 o'clock and 
show cause why he should not be at- 
tached for contempt of court in writing 
and publishing the editorials which Judge 
Purnell complained of. The following

This, the 
judge said, will not prevent the stock- 
holders from meeting and determining 
the question of accepting a lease propo- 
sition. Of course, he said, the court 
coukid not lease the road, but ‘f the 
stockholders should decide to lease it 
they could submit the proposition to 
the court, and if the court approves it, 
the receivership will be vacated. This 
was stated by the court because yes- 
terday morning Mrs. F. P. Tucker and 
Dempsey Wood, private stockholders, 
represented by Judge T. B. Womack. 
joined in the suit with the defendant 
Tallroad for the purpose of praying for 
a continuance of this hearing in order 
that the stockholders might mect and 
vote to lease the road.

Counsel for the Atlantic and North

the hearing of the appeal set for June 
28, at Richmond. That is said to be the 
quickest appeal completed on record. 


Danieis ‘Fined $2,000 for Contempt. 
The contempt. order wag served on 
Mr. Daniels on Monday, and Tuesday 
morning, in company with his attorneys, 
he appeared before Judge Purneil and 
asked for time in which to prepare an 
answer to the rule to show cause why 
he should not be attached for con- 
tempt. Judge Purnell declined to give 
time, but finally consented to permit the 
defendant long enough time for _ the 
stenographer to finish his answer, which 
was being typewritten at that time Mr.

Montgomery, Ala., June 4.—(Special.)— 
After fifty-four years the old capitol of 
Alabama is to be remodeled and more 
room provided for those who attend to 
the affairs of the state. The sum of 
$150,000 has been appropriated for the 
purpose, and this will be dispensed by a 
cOmmission composed of the governor, the 
attorney general, the state auditor, the 
treasurer of the state, the secretary of 
state and the director of the department 
of archives and history, the latter to be 
secretary of the commission. This will 
likely be taken up some time this sum- 
mer and much of the work done while the 
weather is pleasant and dry. 

The present state house was Dbullt in 
1850, the other, its immediate predeces- 
sor, being destroyed by fire in 1849. it 
ds of old-time architecture, with the reg- 
ulation capitol dome and six massive col- 
umns at the front. It is three stories 
high and in about as poor condition for 
office service aS any One could Well im- 
agine. While the grounds are carefully 
kept and look very pretty, the building 
is anything but a neat and convenient 
place in which to do the business of the 
state. Nobody will be sorry that it is 
to be fixed up in some sort of way com- 
mensurate with the dignity of a great 
state like Alabama. It was the first ¢ap- 
itol of the confederacy, Jefferson Davis 
Standing upon its steps when he was 
sworn in as the first and only president 
of the Confederate States of America, 
February |8, 1861, at exactly | o’clock

Daniels filed an answer in which he 
admitted the publication complained of, 
but denied that i was libelous, and 
said that, as editor of The News and 
Observer, he conceived it to be his duty 
to freely and fearlessly discuss all mat- 
_ters of a public nature which concern- 
ed the people of the state of North Car- 
‘Olina; that the said articles were con- 
ceived, prepared and published by him 
'in order that the people of the state 
might be informed concerning a matter 
in which they were vitally Interested. 
He denied that the publication was In 
the presence of the court or that the 
court had jurisdiction to try and pun- 
ish him for contempt in making said 
publication. The judge, in an angry 
manner, announced that “the defendant 
is adjudged guilty of contempt of this 
court, and it is a sentence of the 
court that the defendant pay a fine of 
$2,000 and stand committed until th 
fine and costs be paid.” | 
Judge Winston, representing Mr, Dan- 
lels, asked the court to hear him and 
| permit him.to present certain authorities 
showing that the defendant had the 
right to appeal. The court peremptorily 
declined to hear Judge Winston or to 
look at his authorities, and declined to 
grant an appeal or to fix g bond, and 
committed Daniels to the custody of the

Friends Rush To Pay Fine. 

No sooner had the notice of a fine of 
$2,000 fallen from the lips of Judge 
dep than there was a rush of men 
Who fought their way through thé dense 
erewd to be the first to contrivute to- 
Ward the payment of the fine. In a mo- 
ment men were thrusting hib handsful of 
bilis and checks into Dr. Daniels’ lap, For 
several minutes he was busy declining 
these well-meant and comforting offers 
of assistance. It was the crowus sub- 
stantial, impulsive method of expressing 
the opinion that became general on the 
streets that the fine was one arbitrarily 
imposed for the courageous performance 
of conscientious duty. 

As soon as sentence was announced 
Editor Daniels stated that he would not 
pay a cent. “I will rot in jail first,’ he 
said, and in this ‘ctermination he was 
applauded by his friends. He was at 
once taken into custody by the United 
States marshal and was held itn custody 
in room 28 at the Yarborough 
Steps were ‘taken at once 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Kditor Daniels stated in his editorial 
published next morning, written while in 
the custody of the United States marshal, 
“I have done nothing to justify the order 
of the judge under the constitution and 
laws of this country; I have written free- 
ly, fearlessly and plainly in-criticism of a 
wonderful act. of a federal judge.

On the next morning after Mr. Daniels 


had been placed in custody, Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, of the United States su 

preme court, made an order vacating 
Judge Purnell’s ordr appointing Mears 
and McBee receivers of the Atlantic and 
North Carolina railroad and on giving the 
bond, the.property was taken possession 
of by the state. The receivers at first 
refused to surrender the property, and 
Governor Aycock notified the officials of 
the railroad company to take possession: 
that the entire power of the state would 
bé used, if necessary, to put the receivers 
out and the officers of the railroad in 
resseesion of the Atlantic and North 
Carolina railroad property. ©n this sort 
of an intimation the rec@iver retired 
ang the Atlantic and North Carolina rail- 
road property is now in the hands of 
its owners. 

Attorneys of Mr, Daniels applied tu 
Judge Pritchard, who had just been 
sworn in as United States circuit court 
judge, for a writ of habeas corpus, which 
Was issued by Judge Pritchard and set 
for hearing in Raleigh at 3 o'clock Fri- 
day, June 3. 

After this writ of habeas corpus was 
granted by Judge Pritchard, Judge Pur- 
nell made an order in which he safd that 
he would grant Mr. Daniels an “"pner’. 
vhich right had been denied when he 
vas before the court, and his attorneys 
asked for the benefit of an appeal. The 
writ of habeas corpue was heard before 
Judge Pritchara in Raleigh, Friday after- 
noon, and the prisoner released, 5 
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for some time. The party named Governor 
Jelks for a second term and would have 
done the same for Governor Oates if he 
had been willing to accept it.

Russians Received WNeinforcements 
Twice, but Japanese Were Vic- 
tors in Three Fights—Sev- 
eral Commands Took 
Part in Last Fight. 


Tokio, June 4.—The commander of the 
Japanese forces south of the Yalu river 
telegraphed from Seoul today news of a 
series of fights north of Puh-Lan-Tien, 
about 40 miles north of Port Adams, Liao- 
Tung peninsula, Monday, received from 
Japanese cava!ry scouting in the vicinity 
of Chu-Chila-Tung. 

It was learned that Cossacks had been 
located at Telissu and the Japanese 
thereupon dispatched infantry and cav- 
alry, which défeated_and pursued them. 
The Russian force consisted of three 
squadrons, 

At Chang-Chau-Tung this force was 
joined by two additional squadrons and 
the Japanese again attacked and defeated 
the Russians. 

Five companies of infantry and a bat- 
atery of horse artillery joined the Rus- 
sians at Lung-Wang-Miao, where the 
Japanese attacked for the third time 
and the Russians fell back to Telissu, 


Where the Japanese and Russian cavalry 


continued in contact Monday night.

Seoul, JUne 4.—A skirmish took place 
between twenty Cossacks and an un- 
known of Japanese scouts at a 
point 12 miles north of Gensan on the 
morning of the 3d instant. The Cos- 
sacks were evidently ambushed py the 
Japanese, who were concealed tn the 
brush on a hillside. The Russians evi- 
dently retired toward Ham-Heung, leav- 
ing six dead upon the field. ‘tue Jap- 
anese casualties are not stated. 


BIG ENGAGEMENT AWAITED 
BY RUSSIAN PUBLIC 


St. Petersburg, June 4.—The general 
public at the Russian capital is imbued 
with the belief that important military 
developments are impending at Liao- 
Yang and that a general engagement be- 
tween General Kuropatkin'’s and General 
Kuroki’s armies is imminent. 

Although the authorities ane doing noth- 
ing to discourage the idea, the best in- 
formed circles at the war office do not 
anticipate a decisive battle immediately 
unless brought on more or less unex- 
pectedly.

New York, Juhe 4,.—(Special.)—The 
slackening of business has gone forward 
with greater rapidity than is pleasing 
te most persons, although the element 
of distrust is still lacking, end there 
is a disposition to attribute the tull 
largely to the conditions incident to a 
presidential] election year. This is for- 
tunate. With sentiment undisturbed the 
recession will be much more gradual 
than it would otherwise be and it. will 
be broken by temporary recoveries when 
favorable developments occur. Bankers 
report that public confidence in business 
throughout the country ig reassuring, but 
people are prepared for a moderate set- 
back. This explains the shutting down 
on purchases of all sorts of products, 
particularly steel and iron. Jt has caused 
reduction in prices of certain stee] ar- 
ticles and for the first time there is a 
disposition on the part of the manufac- 
turers to press their goods for sale. ‘this 
feature was to be expecféd long before 
this. The only wonder is that prices 
have held up as well as they have. It 
will be interesting to watch the extnet 
of the reductions. Good authorities think 
that a moderate break in prices will at- 
tract buyers and that in view of the low 
level of pig iron finished products may 
well come down somewhat. 

Export Business Increases. 

But consideration of the continued e€x- 
pansion of the export business leads to 
the conclusion that the decline will not 
go far. This country shipped to other 
markets during April $10,574,000 worth 
of iron and steel products alone, or 


’ $1,640,000 more than the previous Apri, 


while for ten months the exports were 
$39,094,000, or $9,254,000 larger than the 
amount for the corresponding ten months 
of the previous year. Imports of iron 
and steel, on the other hand, have been 
falling off. J@ April last they were only 
$1,733,000, or $2,910,00U less than tne 
previous April, while for ten rmoagthsa 
they were $20,257,000, or nearly 50 per 
cent less than during the corresponding 
ten months of the previous year. The 
fact that the year i904 has thus far 
broken all records for exports of manu- 
factures, the ten months of the fiscal 
year being $19,000,000 ahead of the cor- 
responding period of 1900, which was the 
banner year, during the whole of which 
latter fiscal year the total exporls of 
manufactured products were $433,851,009 
—points out the real soluton of the price 
problem in this country. It is that. at 
the rate of expansion of our exports of 
manufactured gods demoralization in 
home trade wil] »* partly checked, and 
it will be less serious than it was in 
some previous year. 

It would appear that this principle ts 
being exemplified in the steel industry 
as a result of the libera/movement of our 
products abroad.--On the other hand, the 
natural growth of this country is suffi- 
cient to absorb a moderate increase in 
output. It is encoutmging in theSe days 
of price cutting in different branches of 
the steel trade ta repeat what was said 
a week ago in this paper, that one of the 
highest authorities in the land feels no 
uneasiness in regard to that industry, 
but is confident that barring a little rest 
during the summer, the steel business 
will work out all right, and the United 
States Steel Corporation will be able to 
hold its own. This is official. The au- 
thority mentioned is identified with the 
steel trust itself, hence he knows whereof 
he speaks. What is true of the steel 
business is in a mpasure true of many 
other industries. 

Good Crops May Turn Tide. 

The principal check to trade recession 
will be the crops, if present prospects 
are realized. Cegeals are coming along 
all right. Western railroads have made 
careful estimates of the probable output 
of winter and spring wheat and they 


j der favorable conditions, promises to be 


a record breaker. The recent decline in 
the price of the staple shows how wide- 
Spread confidence is that there will be a 
very large yield. The opinion expressed 
by a mill owner in this paper a week 
ago, in regard to the probable decline in 
the price of old cotton, was borne out 
by the week’s developments. It repre- 
‘sented a disposition on the part of the 
Spinners te hold off and buy only for 
immediate requirements. The anonymous 
authority was no doubt recognized .as 
M. C. D. Borden, who kegps as close 
tab on the cotton situation as anybody 
in New England. “As crops come along, 
there should be a general improvement 
in sentiment and farmers and others will 
begin to buy much more freely. Then 
there should be a recovery in prices of 
Manufactured goods, 
of the election, if satisfactory candidates 
are put up, as is generally expected, 

Money Withdrawn from Call Loans. 

One of the most curious,:and at the 
Same time significant developments, dur- 
ing the last three weeks, but which here- 
tofore has been unexplained, has been 
the sharp contraction in bank loans and 
piling up of cash by certain leading in- 
Stitutions.. A good deal of light was 
thrown om the mystery by an official of 
one Of the participating institutions. It 
means the steady withdrawal of funds 
from the call loan market, which brings 
In I% per cent or less on the money 
invested, and the diversion of it to other 
channels where the return is two to five 
times as much. THe quesfion naturally 
arises how leading banks dare to tie up 
much money -for any length of time, 
running the risk of being confronted by 
large demands to move the crops several 
months hence, and with possibly heavy 
mercantile requirements. The answer is 
that they are going into things in which 
they can turn around quickly and get 
Out again—so. they think. 

One of these bankers admitted that 
his institution had taken a large block 
of the Japanese 6 per cent war bonds— 
being presumably a member of the un- 
derwriting syndicate. He said that all 
of the leading banks had loaded up with 
these bonds. Of course, the cost to 
them was considerably below the sub- 
scription price of 93%, at which the pub- 
lic was “let in.’’ The sale price to the 
Syndicate has been estimated at all the 
way from 342 to 84% per cent lower. It 
now appears there were two syndicates, 
one of which got most of the profits, and 
the other, while not being called on to 
take much risk, furnished most of the 
money to put through the deal. In ad- 
dition to the new Japanese bonds a vast 
amount of bank monéy has gone into 
the temporary notes of railroad com- 
panies, which were floated on a basis of 
5 to 6 per cent, with an extra commis- 
Sion, in some cases, which brings the 


ment of the banks in refusing to lend 
their money on call at 1% per cent. 

A local paper, in referring to the re- 
duction of the loans of the national city 
banks $23,285,000 in two weeks, with an 
increase of cash holdings*during that pe- 
riod of $9,551,000, explained that the 
bank in question had reduced its loans so 
greatly because of sheer inability to lend 
the Money, made a very random guess, 
Which was wide of the mark. ‘The real 
-explanation would appear to be of the 
character mentioned in regard to the in- 
vestment of funds in Japanese bonds and 
otner seouritaes oftefing more attractive 
returns. But just how this igs credited 
is a mystery. The banker who explained 
the new line of procedure had this to say 
about call loans at 10w rates:

A FAMOUS CONSPIRACY. 


The Plot To Liberate Marie Antoi- 
nette and Her Children. 


Atfer King Louis XVI had been guil- 
lotined at the time of the French rev- 
olution a bold plot was formed by a tew 
royalists to liberate Queen Marie An- 
toinette, her two young children and 
Mme, Elizabeth, the king's sister. These 
conspirators in chief were a curiously 
assorted trio. First in rank comes the 
Chevaller de Jarjayes, who had married 
one of Marie Antoinette’s ladies in walit- 
ing, a shrewd and expertfenced soldier. 
The second and third of the chief part- 
ners in the scheme were jalilers of the 
queen, Toulan and Lepitre. ‘laulan, once 
a book and music seller in Paris, was 
now a member of the commune, an in- 
defatigable, gay, resourcefu] Gascon, 
honestly republican by conviction, but 
with a redhot Gascon heart for a woman 
in danger and distress. Lepitre was a 
school master and rhetorician. He had 
a seat on the provisional committee, and, 
more important by ‘far to the interests 
of the conspiracy, he was president of 
the passports committee and could fur- 
nish the necessary passes. 

A very likely plan had been elaborated. 
On a dark night of winter, Toulan and 
Lepitre being in cNMarge of the prison, 
the queen and Mme Ellazeth, disguised 
as municipal officials, were simply to 
walk out of’the gate, as Louls Napoleon, 
in nis carpenter’s clothes, walked out of 
the chateau of Ham. The little Mme. 
Royale was to be dressed like the child 
of the prison lamplighter, and a loyal 
kitchen bov was to carry in a basket the 
small Louts XVII. Jarjayes wouki Nave 
three cabs is readiness, and the fugitives 
were to make for the coast of Normandy, 
where an Emeglish boat would stay for 
them. The scheme offered very consida- 
erable difficulties, but they were not in- 
surmountable. 

But the poor queen’s luck was cold. 
Lepitre, a romantic coward, failed her 
when the time came to furnish pagss- 
ports. One other chance was left. De 
Jarjayes and Toulan, dovwbly strong !n 
their devotion after the defection of Lep- 
itre. planned an escape for Marie An- 
toinette alone, but she would not leava 
her children. ‘It has been a beautiful 
dream,”’ she wrote to Jarjayes, It was 
the last dream of liberty that she had.

Giyy-eighth Commencement of 
Great Methodist Coilege Starts, 


Finance Committee May Decide To 
Dispose of Institution’s Prop- 
erty in Atlanta, the Matter 
Being Left to Their 
Discretion. 


Emory. College, Oxford, Ga., June 4.— 
(Special.)—The sixty-sixth commencement 
of Emgry college was opened under the 
most auspicious circumstances this mcrn- 
ing with the annual convention of tne 
board of trustees in the convention hall 
of Candler hall. In the absence of Cap- 
tain J, P. Williams, of Savannah, who is 
chairman of the board; Hon. W. P.’ Pa- 
tillo, of Atlanta, vice president of the 
board of trustees, presided and heard 
the reports of the president of the college, 
the financial secretary and the report of 
Professor Harry H, Stone, who is secre- 
tary and treasurer of the board. 

The report of President James 5. 

Dickey was particularly flattering, and 
showed the material prosperity of the 
cullege during the two years that he has 
presided over it. It showed the increased 
facilities for scientific investigation that 
Emory possesses now,-and emboded some 
very complimentary remarks anent the 
satisfactory administration ef affairs by 
the professors of the different depart- 
ments, Several hundred dollars have been 
recently added to the loan fund, and 
more worthy young men are being 
helped to receive a collegiate training in 
this manner than in any previous year 
in the history of the college. 

The report of Professor Harry H. Stone 
was the next one heard. Professor Stone 
igs secretary and treasurer of the board 
of trustees, and his report this morning 
showed a healthy condition @! the finan- 
cial side of the college. Both Professor 
Stone and President Dickey were unan- 
imously reelected to their positions of 
secretary and treasurer and financial 
secretary respectively, for another term 
of three years. : 

All of the present members of the 
faculty were uganimously reelected to 
their ‘positions this morning and no 
change of any other sort will be made 
in the present personnel. 

On account of the fact that Captain 
J. P. Williams, of Savannah, has for 
several years past considered the matter 
of resigning the position of president of 
the board of trustees, on account of 
pressure of other work, the trustees took 
advantage of his absence and before 
any request could be made asking that 
he be allowed to tender his resignation 
was unanimously reelected to the po- 
sition of president of the board for an- 
other term of three years. Captain 
Williams has served.in this capacity 
for a number of years and the trustees 
seem from their action this morning to 
be determined to keep him in this place 
for good. . 

During the afternoon session the ques- 
tion was brought up as to the advisabil- 
ity of disposing of the property known 
as the “Whitehall street property’’ in 
Atlanta. Judge H. E. W. Palmer, of 
Atlanta, was the author of a resolution 
to refer this matter entirely to the 
finance committee and instruct them to 
action such a manner as seemed best 
in their judgment. The coplous discus- 
sion which this resolution brought forth 
occupled practically the whole of the 
afternoon’s session and all other busef- 
ness will be.carried over until the Mon- 
day morning session. There was a full 
attendance of the trustees at today’s ses- 
sions, and a great deal of interest is 
being manifested in the deliberations.

few York Bookmaker Shot to 
Death in Cab, 


Queene 


Young’s Wife Was at Pier Waiting 
for Him To Sail for Europe 
When News of Her Hus- 
band’s Death Reached 

‘3 , Her. 


New York, June 4.—Frank T. Young, 
known on the turf as Caesar Young, the 
bookmaker, horse-owner agd stockholder 
in Pacific Coast race tracks, was shot 
and killed in a hansom cab today while 
on his way to the White Star Line pier 
to join his wife, with whom he was to 
have sailed for Europe. Mrs. Young was 
waiting at the pler when news of her 
husband's death reached her. 

At first the death was reported as a 
suicide, but various circumstances caused 
the police to change their views. With 


Young in the cab when a policeman was 
called was Mrs, Nan Pattersan, formerly 


an actress, whose stage name was ‘‘Nan 
Randolph,” who is said to have been 
a memiber of the original Floridora sex- 
tette. 

She told the policoman that Young had 
shot himself after annotincing to her that 
he was about to go to Europe to be gone 
probably for several months. The po- 
liceman told the coroner, however, that 
the revolver was in the man’s pocket 
and he did not believe Young could have 
put it there after shooting himself. 

Young died about five minutes after the 
policeman first saw hfm. The woman 
was taken to police station, where she 
collapsed, 

There was a remarkable scene in the 
station when Young’s partner, a man 
named ‘Millin, calleqd there. He said 
Young never carried a revolver and that 
he did not belleve the death was due to 
a self-inflicted wound. Millin said that 
Young, who came here from England 
ten or fifteen years ago, a poor man, was 
worth more than half a million dollars. 
Shortly after Millin made this statement 
Mrs. Patterson” was brought in to be 
taken ‘to the coroner’s office. Millin was 
leaning against the rail when he saw 
her. He started at her with arush, She 
shrank back against a detective. Milli@ 
again rushed at her, but two or three 
detectives grabbed him and held him uun- 
til the woman was out of sight. Mil}in 
shouted at her as she left the station 
house. The woman was taken to Coro- 
ner Brown's private office ang closeted 
with him. 


Millin Dashed at Woman. 

While there Millin appeared. He tried 
to break into the room and get at the 
woman but was prevented. He called the 
woman names and shouted that he would 
kill her if he had a weapon.

The coroner later looked over the state- 
ment made by Mrs. Patterson and found 
some testimony which he had not made 
public. Mrs. Patterson In her statement 
had said that while riding down West 
Broadway she heard a muffled pistol 
shot. ' 

‘How do you know it was a pistol 
shot?” the coroner asked. 

“Because I took the pistol out of his 
pocket and put ft back again,’”’ she 
answered. 

“After the shooting?’ 

**Yes.’’ 

An autopsy was perform¥d on the body 
of Young. At the conclusion of the 
autopsy the examining physician said 
he was unable to say whether the wound 
was self-inflicted or not. The bullet 
entered the body high up on the left 
side. 

It had a downward course, passed 
through the left lung and lodged in the 
fourth vertebrae.

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 


TATE’ SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 
S W. B. MERRITT, who is manager 

of the educational campaign now 
being conducted in Georgia, with a view 
to the successful passage by vote of “the 
people of the amendment to the consti- 
tution providing a means by which local 
taxation for school purposes May be se- 
cured, is sending all over the state circu- 
lar letters urging the importance of the 
passage of this amendment and of organ- 
izing local campaigns in each county in 
the state looking to the success of thig 
movement. 

Recent circulars issued by Commission- 
er Merritt are addressed to county school 
superintendents in each county in tne 
state. In urging the importance of active 
work for the passage of this amendment, 
Commissioner Merritt gays: 


“One main issue that confronts us, ag 
students of school problems, is the rati- 
fication of the proposed amendment to 
Our constitution; and we must convince 
the people that it is nO more than simple 
justice to the countieg and districts that 
desire taxation that this amendment be 
ratified, that these counties may have the 
privilege of taxing themselves as they 
please. Those counties that do not desire 
extra taxation will in nowise be affected 
by this amendment. 

“It is essential that good educatioal 
rallies be held throughout the state, and 
I ask your aid and 4@tive cooperation in 
this work.’’ 

Following this Commissioner Merritt 
urges the organization of local campaign 
committees in each county of the state, 
with a view to getting actively to work 
among the people and soliciting tneir 
votes in behalf of this important measure. 
There is no special opposition to the 
constitutional amendment, but it ig fear- 
ed that the apathy of the people in many 
sections, owing to the tact that there is 
no contest in the coming election, will] 
fail to go to the polls and vote, It is to 
get out a large vote for the amendment 
that the campaign committee is working 
for, and to that end it is working vigor- 
ously and actively. 

Commissioner Merritt further gays in 
his letter: 

‘There are several matters which need 
your immediate attention: 

“1. @ wish to ask that you thoroughly 
organize your county, every district in 
it, into educational campaign committees, 
to look after the interests of the county, 
and to select speakers and places for 
rallies, thut every important point Mm the 
county may be reached. 

“2 I have sent to you some literature 
which I shall be obliged if you will dis- 
tribute. ‘The Plea for the Educatién of 
the Children of Georgia’ should be given 
to those who will sneak and talk in favor 
of the ratification of the proposed amend- 
ment to our constitution, 

“3. Will you make a special effort to 
impress friends and speakers with the 
importance of urging the justice of per- 
mitting each county or school district to 
add a small school tax, if it is desired? 

“4. We can generally furnish you speak. 
ers provided you give us notice in 
time. There are times when a 
good speaker is difficult fo secure, 
but the chief difficulty always lilies 
in the short time given us to 
fill the engagement. I shall greatly ap- 
preciate it !f you will Tl In the blanks, 
sent with this letter, with the names of 
available speakers In your section of the 
state. 

"S. T wieh also a Vist of citizens fn 
the several districts of your county who 
may he enlisted in this movement, and if 
you will give the names of such gentle- 
men on the bianke I send for the purpose 
we mav be able to mall literature to them 
from time to time. and thus aid vou and 
the Incal committees in arousing interest 
in educational] affairs. 

"6. We are indebted to the general ed- 


ucation board for funds to assist in 
carrying on the educational campaign, 
and whenever a speaker is sent out by 
our mutual agreement the traveling ex- 
penses will be paid, as long as the fund 
is unexhausted.’

Seaboard Air Line Returns. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright !s 
busily engaged in the work of tabulating 
the returns of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railroag Company, which have just 
reached him, a statement of the totals 
of which was given in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution. The Seaboard’s returns havé@ 
been so changed from what they were 
last year that the comptroller general {s 
experiencing some difficulty in getting 
them into shape. 

The returns of the Seaboard this year 
show a net Increase of $45,212, being 
$9,186,789 for 1904 as against $9,141,577 
for $1903. An analysis of the returns as 
far as it has been made shows that the 
Seaboard has made the increase in the 
value of its franchise which was called 
for by the comptroller general. The 
Seaboard’s franchise was returned for 
$1,250,000 in 1903, that being the assess- 
ment made by the board of arbitration. 
This makes a valuation of about $1,811 
per mile. The road’s franchise return 
for this year is $1,457,090, or a little mors 
than $2,200 per mile. This is the in- 
crease asked for by the comptroller gen- 
eral, and so far as that goes, he is sat- 
isfied with the return, e 

But on the other hand the Seaboard, 
as is evident from the total figures, has 
greatly reduced the valuations of its 
physical property. With a total increase 
of less than $50,000, and an increase 
in franchise value of more than $200,000, 
it is evident there has been a cutting 


off’ of the valuations of other property. , 


Just what action the comptroller gen- 
eral will take with regard to this matter 
has not been determined, nor will it be 
until he gets all the: figures in shape to 
make proper comparfgons With the re- 


turns ofthe various lines of the system. 

With the return of thé Seaboard fhe 
comptroller general has received the last 
of the big returns from state corpora- 
tions. He has demanded Increases from 
several corporations and is now awaiting 
their replies. Upon these will depend 
whether or not there will be any more 
arbitrations this summer. .

More than 23 per cent increase in the 
postoffice receipts in Atlanta for the 
month of May, 1904, as compared with 
the same month in 1903. ( 

Every month it seems as though the 
limit in increase had been reached, but 
the month that follows establishes at 
one time a new record for Atlanta and a 
new precedent for the entire south. 

Of course by receipts is meant the sale 
of postage stamps and the rent of boxes. 
@ to this were added the receipts of the 
money order and registry department 
the figures would run across the entire 
column, Here's the way the figures 
stand:

There cannot be a better thermometer 
with which to gauge the business inter- 
ests and developments of a city than are 
these same postoffice receipts.

May is not a heavy month as com- 
pared with other months in the year 
but the 23 per cent increase is what 
tells the story.

Jacksonville, Fla., June 4.—(Special.)— 
The second democratic primary will be 
held on Tuesday, June 7, in which a 
nomination will» be had for United States 
senator, governor, congressman from the 
second district and for secretary of 
state, 

In the first primary, held May 10, 
nomination was had for all state house 
Offices and congressmen with the ex- 
ception of those mentioned above 

In the race for the senate there were 
four candidates for the nomination, they 
being Senator James P. Taliaferro, to 
succeed himself; John N. C. Stockton, 
of Jacksonville; Governor W. 8. Jen- 
nings, of Tallahassee, and ex-Scnator 
Wilkinson Call, of Jacksonville. Senator 
Taliaferro received a total vote of 22,- 
222, while his leading kopponent, Mr. 
Stockton, polled a vote of 12,771. With 
the vote of the other two candidates, 
the three had a small majority over Sen- 
ator Taliaferro, forcing him in a second 
primary with MY. Stockton as his con- 
testant. 

Pressure was brought upon Mr. Stock- 
ton to give up the race in the second 
primary, but with characteristic tenaci- 
ty and pugnacity, he reentered the lists 
and will put up his best fight at the 
polls again Tuesday, though it is gen- 
erally conceded tnat his vote of the first 
primary will scarcely be increased. Mr. 
Stockton has been a figure in Florida po!- 
itics for a number of years, and has 
held many positions of prominence in 
Jacksonville, and was at one time inde- 
pendently elected to the legislature. Hg 
wag once owner of The Times-Union, 
Was a national banker and more lat- 
terly has become a man of affairs with 
a snug income from  well-put_ invest- 
ments. His friends and political ad- 
visers recognized the futility of the sec- 
ond primary, but it is said that Stock- 
ton makes the race in the second prin- 
cipally to assist his friend Broward in 
hig race for the governorship. 

Captain Broward was the man who 
operated the ffilibustering vessel, the 
Three Friends, that figured prominently 
in the fight for Cuban independence. He 
bas held some political offices, and will 
give Congressman Robert W. Davis a 
close race for the nomination, though 
it ig thought by conservative men that 
Davis will win with a safe majority. 

Congressman Davis, who is the pres- 
ent representative from the second dis- 
trict, is a man of fine intellect, long 
public service, of fine bearing and pol- 
ished manner, Mr. Davis comes from 
Georgia, having lived in Heard and Lee 
counties in his youth. He comes from 
a long line of distinguished ancestry. 
He saw hard service in the civil war and 
will poll the confederate vote in the 
second primary. in the first primary 
there were two other ex-confedcrates, 
Brown and Mays, wno have thrown their 
support to Davis in the second coOn- 
test. 

Congressional Hace Uncertain. 

In the race for congress from the sec- 
ond district, Frank Clark had a major- 
ity over Barrs, i.s leading opponent, in 
the first primary, of 842 votes. But

fident of the resuit. The second con- 
test has been almost free from bitter- 
ness thus far, but the last days may 
witness an eruption of the volcano po- 
litical. Frank Clark, prior to wis an- 
nouncement for congress, had just re- 
turned from Oklahoma. He had lived 
{in Florida previously, and had held 
several political positions in this state. 
lt was charged by the opposition that 
he was brought back to Florida to make 
the race for congress in the interest of 
the corporate faction, and now tne mat- 
ter of his eligibility, in the event of his 
election, is being raised. His opponent 
claiming tnat his non-residence prior to 
his séching the nomination is sufficient 
to give question to his eligibility, and 
thet he will, if elected, be unseated in 
all likelihood by a republican house. 

Clark has s@tured opinions on the 
question from eminent authorities, 
among them being Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia, to the effect that his eligi- 
bility would be unquestioned, and these 
opinions have been used to good advan- 
tage in his favor. Clark is a brilliant 
fellow, and has made an unusual race. 
He surprised everybody, even his most 
enthusiastic friends, and it is thought 
that he surprised himself at the strength 
developed. He feels certain of the nom- 
ination, and his confidence in the matter 
has its effect in lending the same as- 
surance to the public. 

H. Clay Crawford, the present secre- 
tary of state, will without doubt win the 
nomination over his opponent, James E. 
Broome. 


prove Affairs at Grant Park 


Efforts Will Be Made To Replenish 
Zoo, Have Concerts This Sum- 
mer and Present Induce- 
ments to the People 
To Visit Place. 


‘ 

The improvement of Grant park has 
Mien undertaken by Councilman J, 8. 
Holland, of the third ward, who will 
make it the subjact of a resotution during 
the session of council tomorrow after- 
noon, and of action which he expects 
to urge during the next session of the 
board of park commissioners, 

That Grant park is deteriorating and 
that the crowds that go there are gtowing 
less every week; that the animals of the 
zoo are dying without attempts to re- 
place them being made; that there will 
be no music at the park this year, and 
that less attention than formerly is being 
paid to the garden spot of Atlanta, are 
things that are known to everyone. 

During the session of council tomorrow 
afternoon Councilman Holland will pre- 
Sent a resolution which will request the 
passage of such an amendment to the 
charter of Atlanta as will enable the mu- 
nicipality to apply the receipts from the 
cyclorama to the maintenance of the 
Grant park zoo, The law now provides 
that all moneys collected by any de- 
partment of the city must be turned over 
to the city treasurer and reapportioned 
by the finance committee. The resolution 
of Councilman Holland will seek to have 
an exception made of the cyclorama. 

The reason for this ig that both the 
zoo and the cyclorama were presented 
to the municipality and placed at Grant 
Park by G. V. Gress, and he presented 
te cyclorama of the battle of At- 
linta with the understanding that the 
receipts from it would be applied to the 
maintenance of the zoo, This, however, 
has never been done. 

The cyclorama has formerly taken in 
about $300 per week during the summer 
months, or about $4,000 per annum. It 
is believed that this amount could be in- 
creased to $10,000 with proper advertis- 
ing and attention. 

Death Hovers Around ZOO. 

The animals of the zoo have died from 
time to time, until now there is scarcely 
a handful of them left, and these are 
not so attractive as to occasion comment. 

During the next session of tNe board of 
park commissioners Councilman Holland 
will move the appropriation f¢ $1,000 for 
the purchase of such animals and birds 
as are needed to replenish the zoo. He 
wil] fnsist upon its adoption, 

He will also ehdeavor to have a com- 
mittee appointed to confer with the Geor- 
gia Railway and wiectric Company with 
a view to having that corporation pay 
half the cost ofthe eOncerts at Grant 
park, as it has done upon former occa- 
sions. The feeling is that with the open- 
ing of Ponce de Leon the interest in 
Grant park by the street railway com- 
pany, has_grown less and less, until this 
year they have not contributed at all to 
the cost of the summer concerts. 

During gonmer years the street railway 
company ha& given about $500 for musio 
at Grant park and the CGuuvessionaire 
at the park has given about $500, which 
has enabled the park board to have the 
concerts, 

There is considerable talk about the 
condition of Grant park and the inac- 
tivity of the board of park commission- 
ers, and the endeavors of Councilman 
Holland will doubtless meet with gen- 
efa, approval.

Former Troubles Thrust on Great 
Britain by Germans Cause 
Visit of King Edward to 
His Nephew To Be 
Feared. 


London, June 4.—King Edward's activ- 
ity in the diplomacy has given rise to 
some uneasiness in foreign office and 
other government circies, which Mmndas 
special vent in the comment regarding 
the forthcoming meeting of tNe King 
with Emperor William at Kiel. 

The Spectator voices this feeling today, 
expressing great alarm at the possibili- 
ties which may ensue trom King Ba- 
ward’s German visit, saying: 

“It is suggested that the emperor will 
take the opportunity of his royal uncle's 
visit to entangle us in some form of 
agreement with Germany, or that even 
if things do not go so far as that, Wim- 
peror William will somehow manage to 
compromise us in the region of foreign 
policies. When we remember what nap- 
pened on the laSt visit of the emperor 
te England, how the British government, 
against their will and interests and ap- 
parently without their knowledge, were 
drawn into the VenezZuéelan trouDle and 
Bagdad railroad imbroglio, we can nardad- 
ly wonder at this feeling of anxiety. We 
feel pretty sure that a determined at- 
tempt will be made by the Germans to 
compromise us. -We may confidently ex- 
pect that Germany Is preparing to act on 
the Maxim of ‘When in doubt and adim- 
culty pull Kngland’s leg; she is too stu- 
pid to understand what we are doing.’ 

“Germany, therefore, is always trying 
to’ produce evidence to prove that sne 
is in reality Russia’s best friend and 
that, though she its not bound by any 
alliamee, as is France, her good will is 
much more active and more efficient 
than that of France. Suppose Germany, 
in the most friendly and disinterested 
way, was to talk to us not about inter- 
vention, that. is naturally not to be 
thought of, considering the spevial rela- 
tions between Great Britain and Japan, 
but about helping Russia to make peace 
honorable to her and favorable to the 
best interests of all the powers interested 
in the Far East, including Japan? If 
the suggestions of Emperor William for 
joint British and German action are of 
this kin@ or for anticipating the course 
of events in Macedonia, Asia Minor or 
Syria, we trust they will be met at the 
very outset with a simple ‘non possumus’ 
and that we shall refuse to even test with 
a toe the surface of the bog which we 
shall be @ssured:is quite firm.’ 


MOORS IN RAGE 
OVER RELIGION 


Fear Coming of United States 
Ships to Tangier Means 
Trouble, 


Washington, Mune 4.—Admiral Chad- 
wick today cabled to tne navy depart- 
ment that the presence of the American 
fleet at Tangier has had‘a salutary in- 
fluence, but that the community is in a 
State of great religious excitement. 

The cablegram also reported that the 
Marietta, which was sent to Gibralter 
for stores, nas returned to the fleet at 
Tangier; that an Italian man of war 
had arrived and that’ an English war- 
Ship has arrived at the Moroccan port. 

Admiral Chadwick’s cablegram is un- 
derstood to be in reply to certain crit- 
icisms, mainly from’ British sources, 
upon the wisdom of sending American 
warships to Morocco at this juncture. 
Tae British view is that the release of 
the kidnaped men, Perdicaris and Var- 
ley can be more safely obtained by re- 
fraining from adding to the anti-foreign 
feeling of the Moors, and that the gov- 
ernment, therefore, has so far sent to 
Morocco waters nothing more formida- 
ble in a naval way than a small dis- 
patch boat, the Surprise, and is relying 
entirely upon the efforts of the British 
minister resident. 

The religious excitement mentioned as 
prevailing among the Moors, is believed 
here to be incident primarily to one of 
the annual Mohammedan pilgrimages oc- 
curring ft this’ time. Undoubtedly, 
however, the presence of the seven 
American warships at Tangier, with a 
promise of reenforcements if necessary 
by tne big battle ship squadron, is re- 
garded as threatening Moorish integrity 
and the Mohammedan religion and hag 
contributed to the excitement.

{Explosion Wrecked Eleven Story 


Warehouse and Ruins Imme- 
diately Took Fire 


THIRTY THOUSAND BARBELS 
FOOD FOR GREAT <LAZE 


Liquor Ran Into Twelve Large Stock 
Rarns Until It Stood Foot Deep 
Around Roasting Cattle. 

Loss One Million 
Dollars. 


Peoria, Ills, June 4.—An_ explosion 
which occurred in the eleven-story ware 
house of the Corning distillery, the seo- 
ond largest in the world, this afternoon, 
completely wrecked the building. 

The ruins immediately took fire, and, 
communicating to three adjoining build- 
ings, burned them to the ground. Ten 
men were buried beneath the ruins and 
burned to death and six others were se- 
riously injured. 

The loss on buildings and whisky and 
spirits stored will approximate $1,000,000. 
The fire spread to the stock yards dis- 
trict, where a dozen large cattle barns, 
filed with cattle .or tne market, were 
burne& The dead:

The cause of the explosion cannot yet 
be determined. 

The wildest excitement prevailed after 
the explosion and the immense plant was 
Surrounded by thousands of people, who, 
however, were unable to get close to the 
structure on account of the intense heat. 

Ware House Seething Caldron. 

The ware house containing in the neigh- 
borhood of 30,000 barrels of whisky. was 
instantaneously a seething caldron, and 
it was seen no one inside the big struc-: 
ture could escape. The ware house in 
crushing the smaller structure nearby, 
set that on fire, and the whisky from the 
burning barrels flooded everything in that 
section. Large streams ran down grade 
toward the river and in a short time 
here was a foot of whisky in the cattle 
pens, east of the ware house, where 3,200 
steers were chained. fast. Their distress 
lasted but a few moments, however, for 
they were soon roasted to*death or suf- 
focated ss 
They were the property of Dodd & 
Keifer, of Chicago. It is impossible to 
compute their loss, but it will amount 
to thousands of dollars. 

The two fermenting houses were speed- 
ily food for the flames. They are two 
structures of good dimensions and both 
of them were practically destroyed. 

The firemen got near the fire with dif- 
ficulty and the water had little or no 
effect. A high wind was blowing and 
fanning the flames in the direction of the 
Monarch distillery, and for a time it was 
feared that the fire would sweep along 
the entire river bank. 

However, the heroic work of the fire- 
men began to tell and at 7 o’clock the 
fire seemed under control with no likeli- 
hood of a further spread. 

Elmer Hogan was at work in the ware 
house when the collapse came. He was 
washed out through a break in the bulld- 
ing by the big stream of whisky. He 
was carried 75 feet toward the river be- 
fore being lodged against a fence, from 
which he escaped before the fire over- 
took him. He cannot recover. 

Fred Knoll and William Finky had just 
left the building when the explosion and 
collapse came. Finley turned just in 
time to see the wall fall on his com- 
panion. - 

It is believed that all the government 
men have escaped. 

The ware house, where the first ex- 
plosion occurred, was an  eleven-story 
frame structure covered with corrugated 
iron. It was 100 by 200 feet and con- 
tained thirty thousand barrels of spirits., 
Another ware house, containing the cis- 
tern room, was a three-story brick build- 
ing 100 by 200 feet. It contained in the 
neighborhood of fifty-two thousand gal- 
jons of spirits. In the two fermenting 
rooms, which were 100 by 180 feet, were 
eighteen tubs with a capacity of 1,000 
bushels of mash each They were all 
filled and contained about five thousand 
gallons of spirits each. All this went 
up in flames and added to the general 
loss. 

The houses of Dan Giese and John Mo- 
Donald were burned and the families had 
narrow escapes.

| foreign commercial travelers can carry 
on their business unhampered by any 
speciaf¥ restrictions, and without payment 
of any specia] tax. 

But it is far otherwise when the ait- 
vation is reversed. 

As 600N as a “commercial” sets foot on 
Skore at Buenos Ayres, in the Argentine 
Republic, he has to apply for a general 
license, costing in the currency of the 
country $60, or, at the present rate of ex- 
change, about £4 76 6d of our money. 

But this is only a preliminary. At prac- 
tically every town and province wherein 
business can be done, new and exceed- 
ingly heavy license fees are exacted. 

Before he can commence canvassing 
Salta, for example, he must pay over to 
the local authorities £147. San Juan 
charges him £84. Mendoza, Cordoba, En- 
tre Rios, and Santa Fe each exact £52 
iCs; Tocuman, £35 to £70, according to 
Clags of firm; Corrientes, £44; Santiago 
del Estero, £43 15s; Buenos Ayres, £35; 
Jujuy, £17 10s, and Rioja, £8 16s. 

For permission to show samples and 
aclicit order throughout Argentina, 


a British firm must pay down £644 7s 6d. 

In Austria, though no special tax is 
levied, the “commercial” must have a 
certificate of identity, accompanied by a 
photograph, and there is in existence a 
long series of harassing and vexatious re- 
strictions, 

General canvassing for orders in large 
classes of goods, for instance, is alto- 
gether prohibited. The traveler must prove 
that the person given the order expressly 
invites the soliciting party. This, of 
course, ig reducing the whole system to 
absurdity, 

Belgium accords reciprocal treatment 
to British commercials, and consequently 
no restrictions are imposed ypon them, 
nor js any license duty charged. A sim- 
ilar give-and-take policy is also pursued 
by France, Italy, Greece, Spain, Holland 
and the United §tates of America. 

In Bolivia, on the other hand, he its 
taxed separately in egch one of the 
eleven departments and territories, and 
similarly in Brazil. The latter country 
also levies Neavy import duties on sam- 
ples. To the authorities of the Congo 
Free State the commercia] has to pay 
for the privilege of exercising his calling 
an annual tax of 500 francs, plus 10 


| francs ‘‘head duty” for his interpreter, 


On arriving in Denmark the bag-man 
from Britain must take out a license 
ccsting 160 kroner, or about £9. This 
he must show to the head of the police 
and customs Officials of every town he 
visits. He must not accept an order of 
less value than £2 4s. Japan charges a 
percentage on business done; 6 yen per 
10,000 yen on wholesale transactions, and 
‘5 yen per 10000 yen on retail ones. The 
Japanese yen is worth 2 shillings of our 
money. 

Mexico acts on the simple principle of 
“bleeding’”’ the unhappy commercial as 
much as he can be made to stand. There 
iss @ general license tax, there are sepa- 
rate state license taxes and most large 
towns also levy municipal license taxes. 
Moreover, in tmany casas, within certain 
limits, the amount of the sum to be paid 
rests on the dscision of the local official 
whose duty it is to assess the imports. 

How widely the ideas of these gentle- 
men vary may be gathered from the fact 
that, whereas in Chihuahua a trading li- 
cense, gcod for one month, costs only $1, 
the same document is valued at $250 
(£50) in Puebla; while in Sinaloa, the fee 
Is $200 (£40), with the addition of 50 
per cent. State and federal charges on 
the amount of the tax, thus increasing it 
to a round $300 (£60). 

But the province of Tabasco excels all 
its sister states in this respect: for not 
only does itelevy a stiff initial license 
duty, but a further tax of $10, with 30 
per cent additional for the fedéral gov- 
ernment, is levied by the municipality 
of each town in which a traveler may 
wish to do business. 

Norway charges a regular license fee 
of 100 kroner (£5 I!s) for each and every 
month during which the bagman remains 
in the country, whether the is at work or 
resting. Sweden does the same. And 
in both countries the precaution is in 
foree of compelling the holder of the li- 
cense to produce it to the police authori- 
ties before entering into business nego- 
tlations in any town he may chance to 
visit. 

In Paraguay the traveler pays a license 
duty of from £10 to £15 on entering the 
country. This is handed over to the fed- 
eral authorities at Assuncion.

British commercials are permitted in 
Persia—on one condition, They must not 
canvass for orderg for firearms, nor in- 
troduce into the country samples of euch 
goods without the express authority in 
writing of the shah. If they contravone 
this regulation, they are lable to the 
death penalty. 

Portugal requires each traveler remain- 
ing more than seven days in the country 
to take out a “bilhete de residencia,” for 
‘which the sum of 2,100 reis is charged. 
This sounds a lot of money until it is 
reduced to our etandard. Then it is 
found at work out as about 7s 4d Only. 
Roumania has struck out for itself an 
altogether novel line of harassment. All 
commercials must produce, whenever 
called upon to do so by any police officer 
or other official, a power of attorney, 
authorizing them to receive orders for 
their respective houges, 

The document must\ be drawn up in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the country 
where it fs issuéd, and must be duly 
legalized by the Roumanian legation in 
that country. Nonpossession of this all- 
important paper involves liability to sum- 
mary arrest, with possible detention for 
an indefinite period in prison. 

Brtish commercials arriving in Russia 
must obtain for themselves a personal 
license at the cost of 650 roubles, and 
also, at a further cost of 160 roubles, a 
trading HNoenge for the firms they repre- 
sent. To these amounts provincial and 
town dues of 10 to 48 roubles, respec- 
tively, must be added, as well us varying 
local dues. A rouble ig worth nearly 3 
shillings. 

Switzerland taxes foreign bagmen at 
the rate of £4 for six months, or £6 
a year. On the other hand, Turkey, no- 
torious for its aggressive red tapeism, in 
many other directions, welcomes the allen 
commercial, and allows him the free Tun 
of the empire. Of course, however, he 
must be very careful that his passports 
are in order. 

Uruguay, whose trade with us fs of the 
scantiest, obliges our commercials to ob- 
tain a license costing twenty guineas an- 
nually, and exacts: the full fee regardless 
of the period of the year in which It !s 
taken out. Thus, a traveller arriving in 
Monte Video at, say, the beginning of the 
last week in December, and remaining 
and doing business for Nis firm unti] the 
end of the first week in January, would 
have to pay £42 for the fortnight. 

In Bavaria fines, and even imprison- 
ment, are imposed upon anyone who at- 
tempts to act as agent for, or to Trepre- 
sent any firm that has not previously 
obtained special permissfon from _ thé 
government of that country to trade 
there. 

British India has no special regulations, 
but a permit is required to enter Kash- 
mir as a commercial.. South Australia, 
Tasmania, and the Seycfele Islands, also 
require a license to be taken out, but ap- 
parently make no cNMarge. Other coun- 
tries, ever among our own possessions, 
insist upon a fee being paid for the nec- 
essary permission. 

British Honduras charges $5, equal to 
about £1; for Prince Kdward Island tne 
annual fee is $20; In Mauritius; the li- 
cense fee is one hundred rupees for six 
months. The fee in Cape Colony is £25; 
in Natal, £10, for the tweive montns 
eriding 3ist December, or £12 1!0s., and 
£6 respectively after Ist July for the 
remainder of the year. 

A representative of a firm dealing in 
spirits is charged £22 10s. for his license 
in Jamaica, butif he travels for any oth- 
er trade the fee is only £12 10s. ‘I'he 
liquor trade license fee in Prince Kd- 
ward island is $200. Quebec and Man- 
itoba also require liquor traffic licenses 
to be taken out. 

The governments of some of our colo- 
nies do not themselves insist upon a 
license, but, with the exception of trav. 
elers working in the city of Victoria, 
British Columbia allows its municipal- 
ities to impose a fee not exceeding $500 
for every six monthd; those fin the north- 
western territories of the Dominion of 
Canada can also claim a fee, but Cyprus 
is very modest in its demands, only ask- 
ing Is. 44d. a year trom 4 traveling 
merchant, and from 5s. to I5s, from a 
commission agent, 

If goods are brought into British 
Guiana for sale, a special permit, calieda 
a shop license, is required, which costs 
$48 (£10).

ABOVE THE BONES OF THEHOHENZOLLERNS 
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Special Cable. 
ERLIN, June 5.—Above the bones 

BR and ashes of no less than eighty- 

seven of Kaiser Wilhelm’s Hohen- 
zollern ancestors, Germany’s ‘West- 
minster Abbey’’—the new Berlin cathe- 
dral, or ‘‘Dom” as it is called in Ber- 
linese—will be dedicated with brilliant 
ceremonies in January, !905. January 
27, the kaliser’s birthday, will probably 
be chosen as the exact date,-as the 
cathedral is the kKaiser’s personal project, 
initiated by him shortly after he came 
to the throne. The magnificent edifice, 
which stands in the Lustgarten directly 
opposite the north entrance of the royal 
castle, has been building for eleven 
years, the corner stone having been laid 
in June, 
of nearly $3,000,000. The kaiser planned 
originally to spend $5,000,000, but th 
Prussian legislature decided to vote only 
half that amount of state funds for the 
purpose. 

Of German white stone and heroic ar- 
chitecture, the new cathedral will be a 
fitting addition to Berlin's many fine 
pubbic structures. The dome of the 
building rises to the commanding height 
of 305 feet, and it will be surmounted

Above the main entrance to 
the cathedral is a statue in copper of the 
Savior, twenty feet in height, executed 
by the well-known Berlin sculptor, Pro- 
fessor Schaper. The architects of the ca- 
thedra], which is certain to rank as one 
of the great fanes of continental Europe, 
are Professor Julius Raschdorff and his 
son, of Berlin. 

The new cathedral is the successor of 
the old Berlin ‘‘Dom”’ and stands on th2 
self-same spot. The ancient structotore, 
which was razed to make room for the 
new, was two hundred years old. It 
had been the traditional resting place 
of all the Hohenzollern kings, with few 
exceptions, together with their ¢onsorts 
and offspring. The new cathedral has 
risen over their sepulchers, which were 
restored and covered over before the 
foundations of the present. structure 


were finally laid. Frederick the Great 
and the kaiser’s grandfather, Kaiser 


Resting Place of Eigh- 
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Wilhelm der Grosse, are not buried ' 
the “Dom,” but .commemorative sepu!l- 
chers in their honor, as well as in honor 
of Bismarck, Moltke, Goethe. Schiller and 
many other great Germans will prvbably 
be erected in the new cathedral. Empe- 
ror William intends that it shall be the 
Same sacred shrine for Germans thaf 
Westminster Abbey is for Englishmen. 

The interior of the cathedral is in 
keeping, of course, with its palatial ex- 
terior. Magnificent mural paintings by 
Prof. Anton von Werner. Germany's first 
living artist, will be the chief decora- 
tive feature. Biblical scenes represent- 
ing the Hfe of Christ will appear in the 
interior of the dome. Marble statuary 
by the first sculptors will also be found 
in profusion; representations of Luther 
and Melanchton, Zwingli and Calvin, to- 
gether with Frederick the Wise of Sax- 
ony, Luther’s great royal protector, 
Jcachim II., elector of Brandenburg, 
Philip the Courageous, of Saxony, Al- 
brecht of Prussia, and other monarchs 
of strong religious fervor, will be given 
places of special prominence and honor. 
The extreme length of the cathedral is 
320 feet, and its width 220 feet.

DEATH CLAIMS 
COL. MURCHISON 


Well-Lnown Carolinan Ex- 
pires on Visit to 
Baltimore. 


Word was received yesterday of the 
sudden death of Colonel Kenneth. M. 
Murchison, the millionaire capitalist of 
Wilmington, N. C., and one of the best 
known men in North Cuarolina. His 
daughter, Mrs. Frank S. Elles, and Mr. 
Ellis left yesterday for the late colonel’s 
home in Wilmington, where the funeral 
services will be held tomorrow morning. 

Colonel Murchison was 72 years old at 
the time of his death and had always 
enjoyed the best of health. With Mrs. 
Murchison, the colonel was visiting at 
the home of his daughter; Mrs. Shirley 
Carter, of Baltimore. A letter to Mrs. 
Ellis received Friday told of the arrival 
of her father and mother at her sister's 
home and spoke particularly of the ro- 
bust health which the colonel was en- 
joying. 

His death, which occurred Friday 
night, was without: the least warning 
and was due to heart failure. 

While never in politics, Colonel Murchi- 
son was identified with many public 
undertakings and was always a loyal 
and ardent supporter of all enterprises 
that were calculated to be of berfefit 
to his native state of North Carolina. 

In bu’siness.circles he was counted one 
of the great men of the south, and as 4 
cotton broker he.amassed a great for- 
tune. For a number of;years he Jived 
in New York city, bub;always kept his 
old home, the Orton plantation, which 
is located about a mile from Wilmington. 
This plantation has been justly famous 
for years for the hospitality which the 
colonel has extended .to many, of the 
most prominent personages in the coun- 
try who have-.been entertained at this 
beautiful home. 

With the breaking out of the war be- 
tween the states, Colonel Murchison was 
one of the first to enlist and remained 
in the service during the entire peridd 
of the war. Enlisting in the Fifty-fourth 
North Carolina confederate regiment, he 
Was again and again promoted for gal- 
lant service and finally led his regiment 
as its commandant. In later years he 
was offered many places of public trust, 
but these he always refused, preferring 
to play a less conspicuous part as a 
private citizen. And it was. in this ca- 
pacity that he promoted many enter- 
prises for the Old North State that re 
| sulted in his being one of. her most loved 
and respected sons at the time of his 
death. 

Colonel Murchison leaves besides 
wife the following children: Mrs. 
Sprunt, of Wilmington; Mrs. 
Carter, of Baltimore; Mrs. 
Elms, of Atlanta; Mrs: Charles Hut- 
cand, of Fredericksburg, and Kenneth 
M. Murchison, Jf., of New York city. 

The interment will be at his old home 
in’ Wilmington tomorrow morning.

CALIFORNIA LIONS KILL DEER. 


Method of Hunting Mueh Like That 
of Big Cats in Africa or India. 
(From The Los Angeles Times.) 
More deer are killed every year in Call- 
fornia by mountain lions than by the 
bullets of the hunters. Next to the 
jaguar, our mountain lion is the largest 
cat in the two Americas, and he is the 
champion deer slayer of the world. With- 
in thirty or forty miles of Los Angeles he 
catches the fleet-footed, graceful creatures 
and waxes iat on the sweet flesh. 
knows no deer season other than all the 

time. 

Wherever there is good deer country in 

or any other southwestern state 

» Also is the best place to look for 

and that is one of the reasons 

why the large herds of deer are restless, 

seldom staying long in one locality. There 

is nothing they fear more than the sight 

or smell of a mountain lion. Not. een 

the sudden appearance of a hunter will 

so quickly drive them from a range of 
hills. 

.The lion’s method or hunting the deer 
is not unlike that of the big cats of 
Africa and India in the pursuit of the 
antelope and deer of those countries. 
Having found a spring or pool where the 
desired game comes to water at nightfall, 
the lion selects an overhanging Iimb or 
ledge of rock,- whence one leap will carry 
him to the back or throat of his prey, 
and thereon lays himself out In perfect 
accord with the limb itself. In the gath- 
ering dusk the imperfect eye of the deer 
has little chance against this hidden 
terror, and the wind, usually his faithful 
ally, can help him none now, for the lion 
is far and away too old a campaigner not 
to ie up from the spring. 

The deer comes; one leap from the limb 
or ledge, and the gharp teeth and power- 
ful paws soon break the tender neck; 
and don't you believe it when any one 
tells you that a California lion can’t car- 
rv away a deer. The writer has followed 
the plain, broad trail of the heavy pads 
for over half a mile, and then come sud- 
denly on the place where the killer had 
stopped to rest. There is plain outline 
was the imprint of the deer's body; but 
for that whole distance the lion had car- 
ried it well up and clear of the ground. 
Such “portages”’ are not infrequent in the 
eareer of a hunting lion as these animals 
never cat their game where they kul it. 
Sometimes they hunt in pairs, but in 
six or eight years spent in the hilis the 
writer hag seen but one such hunting 
pair. 

Like the rest of ( 
over, the mountain lion's mainstay in 
hunting is patience. He will wait for 
hours on a narrow limb rather than get 
out like the coyote and scour the slopes for 
his supper; with feet as noiseless as an 
owl’s wing, he will follow an unsuspect- 
ing rabbit or belated spike buck until a 
favorable opportunity for leap presents, 
and then it Is generally ‘‘all day” for the 
bunted. But of all things the lion loves, 
deer meat, and whjle he will dare a great 
many dangers for young pig, his Nking 
for deer is, even greater than that.

He Had a Bad Fall Yester- 
day Afternoon at 
Stadium. 


Walthour narrowly escaped being seri- 
ously injured yesterday afternoon while 
training on the track at the new Stadium. 

The cycle champion of the world had 
started around the track at a |:20 gait, 
but was going faster and faster each 
lap. After riding several miles he was 
circling the track at a 1:16 rate. Sud- 
denly the front tire of his bicycle ex- 
ploded. A moment aftef the accident 
occurred ‘Walthour had jerked his foot 
from the straps and placed it on the 
front fork of the wheel, and using it as 
a brake cut down the speed. 

This expedient did not prevent him 
from falling, however, as he struck the 
lower curve. In his downward course 
he struck his arm, cutting a gash clear 
to the bone, and picked up splinters and 
other things as he rolled down the track. 

He was up in a moment and securing 
another wheel, after dressing his wound, 
resumed his training. 

In speaking of the accident Walthour 
said that the track was built so fast 
that a bicycle going at full speed was 
unable to stand the pressure and would 
explode if there was a weak spot in it. 

Owing to the great danger in riding 
behind motors on sMall tracks & is 
probable that the racing board will 
abolish the use of these big motors on 
these tracks, and allow them only on 
tracks larger than five laps.

STILL TALKING 
PALMA TROPHY 


Much Bad Feeling Caused 
by Anglo-American 
Contests.

London, June 4.—"‘Perhaps it looks as 
if we could not take a licking,” said Ma- 
jor General Lord Cheylemore, president 
of the National Rifle Association, to a 
representative of the Associated Press, re. 
ferring to the controversy over the rifles 
used by the Americans in the match for 


the Palma trophy, which was won by the 
American team in July last. 


“However,’ continued the former com- 
mander of the Grenadier Guards, “that ts 
not the case; nor do the comménts of the 
English papera_ represent our feelings. 
There ig no resentment on our part, and 
we continue to hold the American rifie 
team in the highest respect. All we say 
is that unfortunately a mistake occurred 
On account of the American team using 
rifles they themselves admit are not sim- 
ilar to those issued to the American 
army. Such action distinctly broke the 
conditions under which the Palma tro- 
phy must be fought for. + 

“The statement that the barrels of the 
rifles used by the English team were 
made by private firms and that hence 
the condtions under which both teams 
shot were identical is misleading, The 
British barrels undoubtedly were made 
by private firms, but they all bore the 
war office view mark, and confirmed in 
every particular with the barrels used by 
the British army. The rifles used by the 
American team could not bear the war 
department stamp because that procedure 
does not exist in the United States, but 
they did not conform in an important de- 
tall with the arm now or then supplied 
to the service or permitted in interstate 
rifle matches under the auspices of the 
National American Rifle Association.” 

Many Unpleasant Incidents. 

The controversy aroused here over the 

Palma affair has brought to a climax A 
long series of unpleasant incidents asso- 
clated with Anglo-American sporting 
contests. Scarcely any of these has oc- 
curred in ‘England without leaving bitter- 
ness on one side or the other. Americans 
resident fn the United Kingdom have 
come to dread the visit of any American 
team. Almost inevitably,: whether it be 
shooting, racing, yachting, polo, boat rac- 
ing, tennis or an, other sport, there has 
been left something to explain or some- 
thing to vindicate. 
Only a year or'so ago there was scarce- 
ly a big race run here that some Ameri- 
can had not a horse entered. Now prac- 
tically all the Americans. have given up 
their English staetes. Thanks chiefly to 
the trémendous al antagonism, the 
American jockey- o has almost entire- 
ly disap from the British turf. 

What is termed here by many Amer'it- 
cans the ‘ruinous rivalry of sport,” is 
held now to threaten more than ever the 
normal friendly relations between’ the 
United States and Great Britain,

THEY FOUGHT 
FOR THE SOUTH 


From {jnquiry recently made it has been 
learned that 242 regular army officers re- 
signed to enter the confederate service 
during the civil war, says The Washing- 
ton Star. The movement was gradual, 
beginning on December 3!, 1860, and 
continuing to August 23, 1861. The first 
officer to resign was Captain and Brevet 
Major Henry C. Wayne, assistant quar- 
termaster. He sent in jis resignation on 
the last day of 1860. On the following 
day Brevet Second Lieutenant Wade H. 
Gibbes, second cavalry, resigned, and 
also Second Lieutenant James H. Hol- 
linguist, fourth artillery, Up to January 
28 1861, seven other officers resigned. 
In February twenty-four more resigned. 
When the bombardment of Fort Sumter 
“fired the southern heart’’ resignations 
followed fast, causing much uneasiness 
in the north, creating grave doubts con- 
cerning the loyalty of regular army offi- 
cers, of whom so much was now ex- 
pected, and aiso generating intense and 
unjust prejudices against the West Point 
Military academy. The humble rank of 
many at the outset who afterward held 
high command is interesting to note. 

The late General James Longstreet, 
who shattered the army of Rosecrans at 
Chickamauga, and vwenld have done a 
great dea] more had he not met a great 
Virginian—General George H. Thomas— 
was qa peaceful paymaster when the war 
began and never turned his back on the 
government till June |, /861. 

Robert Edward Lee resigned the col- 
onelcy of the first cavalry.on April 25, 
1861. He had been superintendent of 
West Point—the best military schoo) in 
the world. 

General Fitzhugh Lee was a first lieu- 
tenant in the second cavalry and resign- 
ed May 2l. 

General ‘‘Joe’’ Wheeler was second lieu- 
tenant in a regiment of mounted rifle- 
men and resigned April 22. 

The famous General Joseph E. John- 
ston was a brigadier general and quart®@r- 
master general and resigned April 22. 

Both*armies drilled and fought by Har- 
dee’s Tactics.” 

The day before the battle of Shiloh be- 
j Hardee (a confederate general) sat 
on his horse and waténed a brigade of 
Grant's soldiers drilling by ‘‘Hardec’s 
Tactics’ and the next day cried out to 
a captured regiment: 

“Boys, I saw you drilling by ‘Hardee’s 
Tactics’ yesterday. Today you are fight- 
ing by them,” 

William J. Hardee was Ieutenant col- 
onel of the First cavalry and resigned 
on January 3!, 1/861. 

Albert Sidney Johnston, who fell at the 
head of his victorious lines on the first 
day at Shiloh, was colonel of the Second 
cavalry and brevet brigadier general. He 
resigned on May 3. He had commanded 
an expedition against the Mormons. 

General Earl] Van Dorn, who fought so 
desperately at Iuxa and Corinth, and who 
afterwards at Holly Springs teirnt up the 
supplies and ammunition Grant had 
gathered for the Vicksburg campaign— 
who defeated Grant’s advance through 
centra] Mississippi—was major of the 
Second cavalry, and resigned on the 3Ist 
of january. ~-After his raid on Holly 
Springs he was kille@ by an injured 
husband. 

General John H. Wnder, who won i)l 
fame as chtef commander of Anderson- 
ville prison, was major and brevet lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Fourth artillery. He 
resigned on the 27th of April. 

‘Captain Lucius 3B. Northrop, of the 
First Dragoons, resigned on January 8, 
and is said to have been implicated in 
the ill treatment of union prisoners.

General PYtrre G. T. Beauregard, of 
South Carolina, who superintended the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter. who com- 
manded at Shiloh, after the fall of Albert 
Sidney Johnston, and who fortified Cor- 
inth against Halleck, was captain and 
brevet major of the corps of engineers. 
He resigned February 20. 


Pickett at Gettysburg. 


General Lewis A. Armistead, one of the 
heroes of Pickett’s charge at Gettys- 
burg, was captain and brevet major of 
the Sixth infantry, and resigned May 26. 
He was a Virginian, as all of Pickett’s 
men were. At Gettysburg he led the for- 
lorn hope across the stone wall. and was 
killed about twelve paces inside of it. 
When he fell Lieutenant Cushion (union) 
was ten paces in front of him, and was 
killed while firing a charge of grape 
and canister into the confederate ranks 
from the last available gun of the Cush- 
ing battery. : 

Captain George E. Pickett resigned 
from the Ninth infantry on June 25. 

Captain J. E. B. Stuart, of the First 
cavalry, resigned May !4, to become Gen- 
eral ‘‘Jeb’’ Stuart, Lee’s great cavalry 
jeader, and was mortally wounded in bat- 
tle. 

General Ambrose P. Hill, ‘“‘Lee’s right 
bower,”’ was a first lieutenant of the 
First artillery, and resigned March |!. In 
a dying delirium Stonewall Jackson said: 
“Order A. P. Hill to prepare,for action. 
Pass the infantry to the front.” Then, 
as if the fray had been won, hé added: 
‘Let us cross the river and rest in the 
shade of the trees. When Grant was 
crushing the lines at Petersburg Lee said 
to Hill: “General, your men are giving 

Hill galloped into the melee and 
fell 


General John B. Villepigue, who led a 
wing of Price’s army at Corinth, was a 
first lieutenant of. the Second Dragoons, 
and resigned on March 3l. 

General John B. Hood, who fought with 
Sherman @t Atlanta and with Thomas at 
Nashville, was a first lieutenant of the 
Second cavalry and resigned on April 16. 

Captain Lafayette McLaws, of the 
Seventh infantry, resigned March 23, On 
the second day at Gettysburg, as a gen- 
eral of Longstreet’s corps, he almost cap- 
tured Round Top—the key oo the battle 
field. He made assavuit in conjun 


ction 
with Hood. Meade afterward said that if 


Round Top had been taken ‘onthing could 
have been held.”’ 

It is a good while since the war, and if 
any mistake is found in the preceding, 
let some southern ‘‘vet’’ correct it. Of 
Pnegs disaffected officers there have since 
b@é@n in the service of the United States 
government General Fitzhugh Lee Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler and the late General 
Longstreet, the latter having been related 
by marriage to General Grant and having 
a son now commanding a company in the 
Thirteenth United States cavalry. It is 
probably wel] known that a soldier of 
the Mexican war who afterward served 
in the confederate army is nevertheless 
entitled to a persion for service in Mexico.

When he arrived in London 
the other day after his five years in 
India, a number ‘of smart tailors were 
on the railway platform waiting to see 
the immaculately dressed “Georgie Cur- 
zon,” as he is famuiarly known to West 
End outfitters. They gazed in admira- 
tion on his faultlessly fitting frock coat 
and carefully pressed trousers and won- 
dered if they. could be the same for 
which he was measured when he re- 
ceived his Indian appointment. His lord- 
ship has the reputation of being able, by 
careful manipulation, to wear his clothes 
out to the last thread. One of his valets 
is always a practical tailor and it Is 
his duty to see to his lordship’s clothes. 
Hits wardrobe consists of seven coats, 
seven pairs of trousers and seven waist- 
coats. He wears one of each once a 
week so that no one has ever seen him, 
since he became a public man, wear the 
Same coat or pair of trousers two days 
consecutively. In this way he estab- 
lished a reputation for being one of the 
best dressed men in parliament, although 
his wardrobe is of so limited a capacity. 
His linen was always spotless, too. He 
has seven pairs of boots and those are 
most carefully soled and heeled when 
the necessity arises just like the pedal 
coverings of any plebeian.

But there are others, and unless we misunderstand the facts surround- 
ing the case which has stirred North Carolina to a pitch of greatest excite- 
ment, Judge Purnell is one of them. Of Judge Charles Swayne, nothing 
need be said at this time. His case will be attended to by congress at its 
next session. The indictment brought against him by the house committee 
on judiciary, which is the basis of the pending impeachment proceedings, 
shows clearly that whether or not enough ean be woven to bring about his 
dismissal from the bench, he has so conducted his court as to put it in the 
position of constant antagonism to the people of his district and his useful- 
ness as judge in that district is at an end. 

With regard to the North Carolina case, a full review of which appears 
in another column, there is this to say: Things have come to a pretty pass 
when the editor of a great newspaper is haled to court under a charge of 
contempt solely because he has felt impelled, in his capacity as spokesman 
for the people, to criticise the act of a federal judge in a matter in which the 
rights of the state and of its people are involved. In this particular case, 
the railroad about which the litigation arose is—three-fourths of it—the 
property of the state. The circumstances under which it was thrown into 
the hands of.a receiver gave rise to the suspicion, and naturally, that there 
had not been full recognition by Judge Purnell of the rights of the state, 
the majority stockholder. Mr. Daniels, in his capacity of editor of the lead- 
ing newspaper of his state, gave voice to these suspicions. The applicatioa 
for a receiver was made in the name of a stockholder who held but a very 
small piece of stock; the state had offered to give him a bond to protect 
him against any possible loss; hence the suspicion that the application was 
not made in-good faith. Mr. Daniels further pointed out that there had not 
been an instance of a receivership for a large property in North Carolina 
which did not result disastrously to the property, and he held that, under all 
circumstances, Judge Purnell had no call to interfere in the case of the 
Atlantic and North Carolina railroad. Mr. Daniels took the position that 
whatever action it was necessary to take in relation to the property could 
property be taken in the courts of the state, and added: “If the servants of 
the people commit mistakes or wrongs, the people can correct them. If 
federal court judges appointed by hostile presidents upon alien recommenda- 
tions commit wronis, there is no immediate remedy.” 

For this and other similar comments, he was haled for contempt, and 
Judge Purnell assessed a fine of $2,000. Mr. Daniels, very properly, as it 
seems to us, refused to pay the fine, and was finally released by Circuit 
Judge Pritchard, 

In his reference to the character of some of the appointments made to 
the federal bench by “hostile presidents,” Mr. Daniels undoubtedly points 
toward one of the reasons for the many clashes between the judges of fed- 
eral courts and the people. The great trouble is that most of these appoint- 
ments have been purely political. They have been made without respect 
to the sentiment of the communities and, in some cases at least, with no 
apparent effort to secure men of proper qualifications. Judges of the federal 
courts for southern districts have, at times, been made out of material which 
would not for a minute be considered were these districts in any state at the 
north. It has not been for lack of proper material; it has, rather, been 
because these places of highest responsibility have been used to reward 
political hustlers who happen to be lawyers and who, in some of these 
cases, have no other claim to recognition than that they have figured prom- 
inently in stirring up factional bitterness. 

They are not properly equipped to begin with. Then, being men of 
small caliber, they immediately become puffed up by the importance of their 
position and seem to regard it their chief mission to use their poweg, to ride 
rough-shod over the people. In their own opinions, they are the’ biggest 
things out of doors—bigger than the state courts, bigger than the states 
themselves, and bigger even than congress. There is a recent’ instance of 
a judge who assumed to himself the right to override the action of congress 
in creating a division of his district. Congress, pursuing the proper theory 
that it is best to carry the courts to the people, created a new division of 
his court with headquarters at a rather small city. The judge refused, as we 
recollect, to hold court there on the ground that the hotel accommodations 
were not sufficiently good. As a practicing attorney he had been glad 
enough to go there whenever he was fortunate enough to get a case, but the 
idea of a federal judge having to submit to the brand of yellow-legged chicken 
dished out by the principal hotel of the town was horrifying in his eyes. 

This is, of course, merely incidental. In far more serious ways have 
these men of small caliber shown that the donning of the ermine has been 
followed by acute cases of swelling of the head, Their theory, judging from 
their practice, is that it is their special mission to ride roughly over the 
people within their jurisdiction. In the support of this, contempt of court 
has become a favorite weapon. A Chinese mandarin of the highest class 
is no more insistent upon servility on the part of everybody brought in offi- 
cial contact with him. Slowly, but surely, contempt of court has been dis- 
torted until it reaches far out from the court’s immediate presence to em- 
brace every possible act. One of these little fellows somewhere makes a 
contempt ruling; another takes that and adds a second story to it; a third 
builds upon that, and so on ad nauseum, . 

The Swayne case revealed several such instances; the Daniels case 
looks very like another. And there will be more just so long as the pdédple 
of the southern states are afflicted by the appointment by republican pres- 
idents of cheap politicians to the bench. Just so long ag this practice is 
followed will there be clashes between the people and these courts, for the 
courts, not the people, are responsible. The federal court is theoretically as 
much the court of the people as the state court, working in its own proper 
sphere, and nothing is more deplorable than that there should be clashes 
of the character indicated. There can be no question, however, as to where 
the responsibility belongs.

reward. 

The motive of the murder can only be conjectured. It fs enough that 
a light-hearted, trusting, gentle girl, the support of an aged mother, and 
one of Atlanta’s army of fair bread-winners, was foully done to death while 
struggling for her life, and, perhaps, for her honor. The people of Atlanta 
are doubly aroused over the shocking tragedy because of the insistent effort 
to brand the dead girl a suicide, to which view the stupid verdict of a cor- 
oner’s jury, after a perfunctory, and strangely superficial inquest, has largely 
contributed. 

Thg_strangier’s victim, a devout church woman, would have been denied 
the funeral rites of her church and burial in consecrated ground but for 
the personal conviction of the good priest that foul play had been done. 

' Sophie Kloeckler was murdered! The public is convinced of this after 
an autopsy and from all the circumstances surrounding the case. The girl’s 
murderer is at large—perhaps at this moment walking the stree#s of Atlanta. 
If human skill can run him to earth, the strong hand of the law must be lain 
upon him, and that with the least possible delay. There are clews, however 
faint, and a trail, however cold! 

A handsome reward is for him who solves this great criminal mystery— 
a reward of cash and of professional honor as well.

PANAMA MONEY. 
MUST BE SOUND 


Currency Question on Isth- 
mus Giving Washington 
Authorities Trouble. 


Washington, June 4.—Acrmral Walker, 
preskient of the Panama canal commis- 
sion; had a lng conference today at 
the war department with Secretary Taft, 
and the latter afterwards talked with 
Secretary Hay about the unsatisfactory 
financial conditions on the isthmus, 

To protect the vast army of laborers 
who will d&g the canal and live inds- 
criminately on the canal zone and Pan- 
ama from the evil effects of the depre- 
ciated currency, the United States gov- 
ernment regards it as essential that there 
Shall be a sound money medium employ- 
ed in Paname and wnat it shali correspond 
as closely as possible with United States 
standards. That rendered necessary the 
adoption by the Panamans of a £0 
standard, using silver as in the Philip- 
pines, with each silver coin or peso based 
on gold. 

The Panama government has been 
wrestling with the propiem for montns 
and today a cablegram was reeeived 
from Mr. Lee, the United States charge 
at Panama, stating that the goid stand- 
ard bill hag been defeated by a deadiock 
in the legislature. (He added that a call 
had been issued for a national conven- 
tion, which it is expected will consider 
and finally pass upon currency questions 
with which it is now evident the Panama 
executive branch, even aided by the legis- 
lature, is unable to deal. 

The necessity for the adoption of 4 
sound currency principles will curtail the 
leave of absence in this country of John 
Barrett, the minister to Panama, who will 
hasten to the isthmus to aid in solving 
this probDiem.

The reward offered by The Constitution 
for the arrest and conviction of the mur- 
derer of Sophie Kloeckler was quickiy 
followed by other rewards vesterday, and 
now the grand total reaches $1,600, the 
largest reward that has been offered 
for a murderer in Georgia in several 
years. The state having offered a re- 
ward of $250, and The Constitution in- 
creasing that amount to $750 acted as 
stimulous on those who have watched the 
cage and are anxious that the guilty 
wretch should be brought to justice. 

The family of Miss Kloeckler are not 
financially able to offer any reward and 
now that The Constitution and others 
have come forward and made up a purse 
that is large enough to repay any officer 
or Getective to ferret out the crime, the 
relatives of the unfortunate young wo- 
man have expressed themselves ag deép- 
ly grateful for what has been done. 

Mayor Howell in adding $250 from the 
city to the list of rewards states that 
he has acted without any authority so 
far from the council. He believes the 
councill will readily sustain him in the 
action he has taken, but if it should not, 
he says he fs ready to pay the amount 
out of his own pocket. 

Judge FE. B. Rosser, of the board of 
county commissioners, after a conference 
with the other members, authorized The 
Constitution to add $250 to the rewards 
from the board. 

The Atlanta News has added $250 to 
the amount, and to this Is added $100 
from the Southern Star. 

Sixteen hundred dollars fs now the total] 
and the money will be paid at once to 
the person who solves the mystery of 
Miss Kloeckler’s death and brings the 
murderer to justice.

Man for Whom Miss Kloeckler Worked Three Years 
Makes an Interesting Statement to The 
Constitution. 


SLA IWMHNT about Miss Kioceck- 
A ler was made to a representative 

ot ‘he Constitution yesterday dy 
Herbert F. Drake, the proprietor of the 
Model bakery, No. 1! 1I-2 South Pryor 
street, where the young woMan was 
working at the time of her mysterious 
deatn, 

As Miss Kloeckler had worked with Mr. 
Drake three years and he Was Well ac- 
quainted with her character and disposi- 
tion, his statement concerning her makes 
an interesting chapter in the story of the 
Lakewood tragedy. It w4s to go to town 
and resume her work at the bakery that 
Miss Kioeckler ostensibly lett her home, 
355 Grant: street, on the morning of 
May 24. She never reached the place, 
and early in the afternoon of that day 
Mr. Drake telephoned to her family in- 
quiring the cause of her absence from 
the bakery. 

If Miss Kloeckler had shown any signs 
of mental depression or of worry, Mr. 
Drake would doubtless have observed it. 

The proprieto? of the Model bakery was 
found at his place of business by The 
(Hnstitution reporter yesterday after- 
noon about | o'clock. He was Dusy at 
work, Saturday always being a rush day 
in bakeries. He was informed why the 
visit was made to him and Ne 100Kked 
up from hts work an@ said: 

‘“T have already made enough state- 
ments about what 1 know of Miss KI1o0ecK- 
ler and I really do not cafe to talk or 
it any mre.” 

He was told that a new inquest would 
begin next Wedfiesday and tnterest in the 
ease was renewed, and that a statement 
from him just now would make an im- 
portant part of the story. 

‘Well, what do you wish me to state?’ 
he said. 

‘How long had Miss Kloeckler worked 
for you?” he was asked 

“Threg years,” he replied, “‘and during 
all of that time I*found her a young lady 
of excellent charficter and I had never 


had a better or more attentive clerk.”’ 
No Evident Depression. 

“Did you notice any Signs of depres- 
sion about her or did she show any ev!i- 
dence of having anything on her mind 
which would have led her to commit sul- 
cide?’ 

“No, I did not. The last day she work- 
ed for me, which was on Monday, she 
Was the same ag usual. [| think, but I 
won't be positive, that on that day or 
maybe the day before she remarked tnat 
that was the anniversary of her fratner's 
death. I told her Monday, the day be- 
fore she disappeared, that as She had 
worked very hard all winter she need 
not come to work as early as had Deen 
her custom, but that she might reach the 
bakery a Httle later. The next day, 
which was the ‘ruesday snNe Was miss- 
in, I waited for her until 1! O’ciock in 
the*afternoon when I telephoned to her 
family and asked why she had not come 
to worff. I learned then for tng nrst 
time that she had left her home to go 
to work and that her whereabouts were 
unknown.”’ 

‘Was it possible,””’ Mr. Drake was aéK- 
ed, “for Miss Kloeckler to have come 
to your bakery any time ‘‘vuesday morn- 
ing and you not know it?’ 

“Why, certainly not,’’ he replied, ‘for 
I was in the bakery all that day from 
early in the morning until jJate that ar- 
ternoon. I was here with all my work- 
men and neither they nor 1 saw her. She 
could not have come here without some 
one of us knowing it.

“Of courge, I have followed the case 
in the newspapers,” qgontinued Attorney 
Angier, ‘“‘but a press of other matters has 
kept me from going into the case in every 
detall. However, it seems to me that 
the every evidence has been such as to 
strongly suggest that the young lady was 
foully dealt with. This has been my 
opinion, notwithstanding the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury to the contrary, and 
I must say that the public owe the news- 
papers much for the way in which thev 
have brought certain facts to light that 
have wiped away any aspersion that may 
have been cast on the reputation of the 
young lady by the action of the jury.

come at once to the court house. When 
Mr. Rosser arrived he was told by the 
coroner that Mr. Hill wanted a yew 
jury. 

"There is no law under which a new 


jury can be empaneled,” stated Mr. Ros- | 


ser. ‘In fact, there is no law under 
which another inquest can be held even 
with the old jury. That jury has found 
a verdict and the case so far as they 
are concerned igs ended. However, it 
is something with which I have nothing 
to do. I merely suggest that the coroner 
can do as he pleases. He c&n get an- 
other jury and hold a moot trial if he 
wants to.” 

“T partly agree with Mr. Rosser,’ sald 
Solicitor Hill, “but if the qproner wants 
to get new light on this affair, I am 
ready to assist him.”’ 

“IT am ‘here to do my 4uty,” gtated 
Ceroner Stamps.”’ 

“T can't see what effect a verdict of a 
coroner's jury can have, any way,” re- 
marked Mr. Rosser. “The verdict of a 
coroner's jury is perfectly harmless, and 
very often useless. ‘the only thing tnat 
preserves a coroner’g inquest is its an- 
tinguity.”’ 

“Mr. Coroner,” sald Solicitor Hill to 
Mr. Stamps, “pléase have a seat and we 
will begin.’’ 

“All right, sir,” replied the coroner, at 
the same time taking a seat in front of 
Mr. Hill and facing the jury box. 

Solicitor Addresses Coroner. 
‘Mr. Hill arose as if addressing the 
judge on the bench of the court in which 
he so often prosecutes criminals, and said 
to the coroner: , 

“If your honor please, I am here by 
orders from the governor of the state of 
Georgia. It is my duty to hear the evyi- 
dence in this investigation. I would 
have been with you before, but I have 
been so busily engaged in other courts 
that I could not be present with you. I 
know nothing of this case. I have heard 
none of the wPnesses and have not even 
had time to gum the newspaper accounts 
of the first inquest. The inquiry is to 
determine whether or not Sophie Kloeck- 
ler committed suicide or met with foul 
play. I want to know all the evidence 
from the very beginning, if I am to be 
of anv assistance to you in the inquest, 
{ believe In the interest of public justice 


that a new jury should be empaneled. 


I have no criticism to make of any mem- 
ber of the jury now present. They are 
nearly all my personal friends, and 1 
would be willing to risk my life in their 
hands if I was a prisoner at the bar. 
“hey are good and honorable men, but 
wie jury exhausted {ts powers when it 
Thev? is no law un- 
der which you can empanel a new jury, 
mor is there any law under which you 


ean proceed with this investigation with 
the »ld jury. There is simply no law at 
all on the subject. The whole matter is 
in your hands, and I am here ready and 
willing to assist you. I believe if a new 
jury is empaneled it would not only 
please everybody interested, but would 
please the old jurors themselves.” 

“It certainly would,” exclaimed the 
members in chorus, 

Juror Sid Holland arose and asked: 

‘Since we have heard all the evidence 
introduced before us, and since we have 
reached a verdict on that evidence, 
haven’t our duties ceasefi?”’ 

‘Tt certainly has,” replied. Mr. Hill 

Case of Great Interest. 


Turning to the coroner again, Mr, Mill 
said: 

“If your honor please, this Is a case in 
which every man, woman and child in 
Atlanta, Fulton county and the whole 
state are interested, and deep@y inter- 
ested. We and the people want to ascer- 
tain the manner of the death of Miss 
Kloeckler. As I geaid, I have come into 
this case knowing nothing about it. I 
have entered it medias reas.” 

“The question is,’’ stated the coroner, 
‘‘who will pay the expenses of a new 
investigation? I have already paid for 
the disinterring of the bodg, and there 
is no law by which a provision Is made 
for the payment of a new jury.” 

‘The state will repay you for the disa- 
interment of the body,’ Solicitor Hill 
told him. ‘“‘The question is whether or 
not in the light of new evidence anothe’ 
investigation shall be held. This jury did 
its full duty, but they did not have the 
benefit of the new evidence that has 
since developed. The autqsy had not 
been held, and there are other witnesses, 
the names of which I wil] furnish to the 
caurt.”’ 

“Well, when shall the new investigation 
begin?” inquired the coroner. 

“Any day next week will sult me,” re- 
plied the solicitor. “Say next Tuesday.”’ 

“t will be out of town on that day,” 
stated the coroner, 

“Then Wednesday morning,” suggested 
the solicitor. 

“At what hour?’ the coroner asked, 

“Nine o'clock,”’ he was told. 

“T am ready to meet at 8,” Coroner 
Stamps said, ‘‘or 7.’’ 

“Then we will mect in the grand jury 
room, as this court room will be occupied, 
Wednesday morning,” the solicitor stated, 
“at 8 o'clock,” 

Some Adverse Criticism. 


There was a pause of a few seconds, 
and Solicitor Hill arose and gaid with 
some feeling: 

‘In asking for a new jury and for a 
full investigation of this case from the 
very beginning, I do so because I believe 
it is best to put a quietus on all possible 
sorts Of adverse criticism, and, Mr. 
Coroner, you have as much right under 
the law to summon a new jury as you

“There is reason to take that step,” 
stated the solicitor, “for, as I have said, 
this jury has finished its work. It is 
functus officio.” 

*"“How is that?” asked Dr. Carnes. 

“No refiections meant,"’ replied the so- 
licitor.: 

Up to that time the coroner had not 
said a word about empaneling a new 
jury. 

The coroner announced the session was 
adjourned until Wednesday morning at 
8 o'clock, 

As the crowd filed out -- the court 
room, Solicitor Hill walked with Mrs. 
Kloeckler and her two daughters into his 
private office. He asked all «...ergs ex- 
cept Father Bazin to withdraw and the 
door was locked, 

Coroner Stamps stepped into the room 
leading into the solicitor’s office and the 
members of the jury followed him. As 
soon ag they had entered, the door to 
that room was closed and the coroner 
and the jury remained inside for ten or 
fifteen minutes, What they talked about 
Wag not made public. 


Will Call New Jury. 

As he was jeaving the court houee Cor- 
oner Stamps was arked: 

“Have you decided to empannel a new 
jury?’ 

“T have said that I will do my duty,” 
he replied. ‘I don’t know whether or not 
I will get back the money I pald out of 
my pocket to disinter Miss Kloeckler’s 
body, but there shall be no complaint 
about me as an officer In this matter. 1 
will pay the $6 necessary for a new 
jury.”* 

When the consultation between Solicttor 
Hill, the members of the Kloeckler fam- 
ily and Father Bazin was concluded, the 
party came out and left the court house, 
§ When asked the nature of the confer- 
ence, the solicitor said: 

“There is nothing that I can give out 
to the public. I have had a talk with 
the family because I have never had 
an opportunity of doing so before. 1 
had never met them until this morning. 
I am simply going to the bottom of this 
case and if a crime has been committed 
in this county I think we will find it 
out, and if there is a murderer behind 
it I hope we will hang him.”’ 


Great crowds of people were gathered | 


around the court house when the coroner 
left the place. They were all discussing 
the death of Miss Kloeckler, and the af- 
fair appeared to be as much of a sensa- 
tion as the day on which the young 
woman's body was taken from the lake. 
On next Wednesday morning the whole 
story of Miss Kloeckler’s mysterious dis- 
appearance and death will be gone into. 
Her disappearance on Tuesday morning, 
May 26 the finding of her body in the

“I believe, however, that council] will 
offer the reward. 

“It ds right for the municipal govern- 
ment to take cognizance of murders of 
this kind. Of course, there is no dcubt 
that the girl was murdered. ine evi- 
dence all tends to show this to be true. 
The city government ought to do every- 
thing possible to protect the girls of At- 
lanta. If the murderer of Sophie Kloeck- 
ler escapes other murderous scoundrels 
will think they can do the same thing 
and escape. If they are Jed to believe 
that when they treat one of our girls this 
way we are going to ferret them out and 
make them swing for it, we will have 
more protection.

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PARADISE 


FOR CONVICTS 


In This Spanish Penai Col- 
ony There Is No Con- 
finement, 


(Henri Martin in The New York Globe.) 

I know something of the Spanish prisons 
of Ceuta—enough to assert that in no 
other Christian country are human beings 
condemned to incarceration in such cruel 
dungeons as those in which hundreds of 
men are Wearing owt their lives in the 
ancient Moorish town. Some of thése un- 
fortunates.do not know why they are 
there; some of them are political offend- 
ers; some of them are Cubans that the 
Spaniards trasported from the island 
years ago for punishment. But there are 
not many of the latter class of prisoners, 
because men do not live long in the stone 
cells of Ceuta. 

Knowing al] this you can imagine my 
Surprise when I first heard of the Span- 
ish penal colony on the island of Zaffa- 
rines not many miles east of Ceuta, off 
the coast of Morocco. This place I had 
heard described as ‘‘the paradise of crim- 
inals,”” and last week I found a man 
who was able to tel] me all about what 
ls undoubtedly the most remarkable pe- 
nal institution in the world. 

The conditions he described tax credul- 
ity, but I have his absolute assurance that 
every word of his extraordinary narra- 
tive is literally true. At Ceuta al] is 
dark, cruel, heartless; at Zaffarines all is 
Sunshine, ease and license for the crim- 
inals sentenced to the nomina] punish- 
ment of exile to its confines. 


Zaffarines. 

The larger of the Zaffarine 
containg the town of Zaffarines, where 
the penal] settlement is situated. Up to 
6 oclock in the morning absolute si- 
lence reigns throughout the town and its 
fortress. At that hour there ig heard 
the faint ringing of the bel] in the tower 
of ‘‘La Conquista,” and forthwith the 
town comes to life. 

The shops open their doors, the prison 
doors are thrown open at the same time, 
and forth come the prisoners without let 
or hindrance. But for only a few min- 
utes are the streets of the town throng- 
ed; then the prisoners melt into the wine 
shops and other hovels of the place, or 
perhaps depart for the scene of some light 
labor that they have voluntarily assumed 
for the few coppers it may bring them. 
Most of the prisoners, however, never 
move from the benches of their favorite 
wine shops from early morning until the 
evening bell of the fortress summons 
them back to their cells. 

Verily, here is the paradise of criminals 
—unless one objects that this is a contra- 
diction in terms. At all events, the ‘‘pris- 
oners’’ of Zaffarines are absolutely at 
liberty to devote themselves to sloth, 
drinking, cigarette smoking, card play, 
visiting, working for wages, fighting or 
anything that may please their fancy. 

Cheap Living. 

There is no tiresome battle for the nec- 
essaries of existence. The jailers provide 
these and leave the prisoner free to en- 
joy himself as he wills. The one restric- 
tion placed upon them jis that they Shall 
not leave the island, but this is not often 
desired. The lazy, shiftless, dissipated 
life of the place guits the worthless char- 
acters that are sent there by the Span- 
ish government, and many remain after 
their terms of imprisonment have ex- 
pired if they can find enough work to do 
to keep them in wine and water and 
cigarettes. 

The food served to the angen gfe 
beyond description, but for a few - 
‘anes they a patronize the table d’hote, 
maintained (unofficially) by the captains 
of the settlement, and there they find 
not only good food, but good company, 
gong and laughter. The jailers at Zaf- 
farines are not only tavern keepers and 
dispensers of wine and spirits to their 
prisoners; they also provide their wards 
with weapons—kniveg or pistols, accord- 
ing to the wealth of the prisoner. 

Il was told, in fact, that the unarmed 
prisoner was the exception rather than 
the rule. A long knife worn in the belt 
is as much a part of the costume of the 
prisoners at Zaffarines as the handker- 
chief knotted about the head. Brawls 
are a constant occurrence, and the guards 
do not interfere unless there is a prospect 
of some one being killed; then they step 
in and disarm the combatants for the 
time being, for this serves two purposes— 
it stops the fight, and makes business 
for the good captain, who ekes out his 
emall and irregularly paid official stipend 
by selling weapons to his prisoners. The 
knives are not of the clasp order; they 
are long pointed sheath knives or dag- 
gers known by the name of herramientos, 
and in the hand of a man who knows how 
to use them are one of the most danger- 
oug weapons imaginable. 

Captains of the Guard. 


There are two captains in command of 
the guards of the settlement, and each 
of them owns two public houses, out of 
which they have made smal] fortunes. 
One of these captains married the daugh- 
ter of a criminal, his son is a minor oOffi- 
cial in the colony, and his daughter is 
about to marry one of the officers of the 
place. In 1902 there was installed at 
the head of this captain’s principal] tav- 
ern one of the orderlies who is supposed 
to be on guard at the fortress. He va- 
ries his duties between selling wine to 
his prisoners during the day and seeing 
that they are safely locked up at night. 
Two other taverns are run by 4n infan- 
try sergeant, who apparently inherited 
them from his commanding officer when 
the latter died a few years ago. 

Another tavern is run by a wealthy 
prisoner condemned to “penal servitude” 
for homicide, and there are still two 
others, the property of free men who 
have a hard time to compete successful- 
ly with the captains’ cafes. The wise 
prisoner patronizes the shop where his 
custom will assure him favorable treat- 
ment by his jailers. 

No one works at Zaffarines unless he 
chooses to do.

Action of the Earth Upon Bodies. 
Years ago, when the bodies were re- 
moved from the Cimetiere des Innocents 
at Paris, the common pits in which great 
numbers of the bodies had been interred 
together were found to contain masseg 
of a grayish white soapy substance. The 
matter was not very well understood at 
that time, but it is now known that the 
remains of.the dead are under ‘certain 
conditions transformed into such a ma- 
terial, either wholly or in part, which 
been named ‘‘adipocere.”’ It is a true 
ammoniacal soap, being a combination 
of fatty acids with ammonia. 
Bodies that are exposed to the action 
of water percolating through the soil 
are most apt to undergo this species of 
transformation. Inasmuch as adipocere 
is not perishable under ordinary cireum- 
stances, corpses thus changed very often 
retain their form indefinitely. Now and 
then they are dup up, and ignorant wri- 
ters in newspapers rofer te them ag 
wonderful instances of ‘‘petrifaction.’”’

EER RULES THAT GOVERN 
GRANDEES OF THE CHURCH 


HE ereatest bishop of Christen- 
T oom ‘s not allowed access to his 

own cathedral church. This is Pope 
Piux X, bishop of Rome. The cathedral 
of Romia is not, as 
St. Peter, but 
St. John Lateran. The former is the 
official church of the holy father, but 
the cathedral of the diocese, says Pear- 
son’s Weekly. 

St. John is barred to its Episcopal heail 
hy the enrious de of etiquette which 
obtains between the vatican and the 
kingdom of Italy. 

St. John stands inside the city of Rome, 
outside the vatican precincts, and it has 
been the fixed rule of the pope, since 
1870. never to set foot outside his official 
residence, and never to enter the ter- 
ritories of Victor Emmnuel. To do so, 
would give the appearance of recognizing 
the rights of the king of Italy to the 
papal states of Rome, which the popes 
have never recognized, and probably 
never will, as they regard the Italian 
king as a usurper. 

A similar restriction keeps our own 
primate In bounds, with regard to West- 
minster Abbey. The abbey ts outside the 
province of Canterbury, and, whenever 
the archbishop attends there to conduct 
an ordination in his official capacity, a 
protest in Latin is formally read by the 
dean. 

The reason of this Is that the abbey !s 
not officially within the archbishop’s con- 
trol. It was originally a benedictine ab- 
bey, like St. Alban'’s, Glastonbury, and 
some others, but, unlike those, West- 
minster has never been enrolled In the 
jurisdiction of the archbishop. 

When that prelate attends, therefore, 
he does so only on sufferance, and not 
by right. His coronation of the king 
was a strictly unofficial . proceeding. 

The archbishop of York is an intruder, 
formally, when he enters the province 
of Canterbury. As the outward. sign 
that he has no official status ip his tellow

archbishop’s province, he does not carry 
his crozier, or staff of office, any 
church belonging to Canterbury. 

Many bishops are similarly out of 
bounds, when entering certain churches, 
or parts of churches, even though those 
buildings belong ,to their own dioceses. 

For instance, the parish church of 
Arundel is partly closed to the bishop 
of Chichester. The chancel of this 
church belongs to the Catholics, only 
the nave to the Protestants. Should the 
bishop enter the chancel, he breaks 


bounds. Even the vicar of the church 
is not allowed in this chancel in his of- 


ficial capacity. 

The king is, as everybody knows, only 
allowed in the city by permission of the 
lord mayor. This is the reason for the 
ceremony which always takes place at 
Temple bar on the occasion of royal vis- 
its, by which the keys are handed to 
the king as a sign of the civic per- 
mission. 

The German emperor suffers similar re- 
his own dominions. Out- 
side Prussia, hig own kingdom, the kaiser 
is, strictly speaking, a foreigner. Should 
he visit Hamburg, he is a foreign guest 
of the burgomaster—who rules Hamburg 
as a monarch, and is reckoned with the 
sovereigns of the German states. 

Similarly, whenever the kaiser visits 
the courts of his allied sovereigns of Ba- 
varia, Wurtemburg, Saxony, and so on, 
he is a guest, not a proprietor. His re- 
lations with .these kings are only those 
of a chairman towards his fellow di- 
rectors. 

The kaiser only has free entree to the 
other states in his capacity of commander 
of the army, and he is able to travel any- 
where as a general. But not in Bavaria, 
where he hoids no such command. Bava- 
ria is, tt@refore, to all intents and pur- 
poses, fopetgir SOT] to the emperor, though 
is imctnGed in the German empire.

t+ weoms to be for cooks in no way argues 
‘that the servants are any more com- 
petent in other lines of domestic service, 
+ for euch is not the case, but a woman 
‘can more easily submit herself to the 
inconvenience of the incompetent house- 
enaid, butler or waiter than she can to 
the services of a trained nurse might not 
} average housekeeper finds it easier to 
train a geervant in any branch of house- 
bold work than in the mysteries of the 
‘culinary art. 

\, A well Known physician recently stated, 

n discussing the lack of good cooks, that 
‘in many cases of illness where ordinarily 
th eservices of a trained nurse might not 
tbe considered necessary, they are called 

n to protect the patient against the 
{badly cooked nourishment that might be 
prepared by the so-called ‘family cook,”’ 
and he furthermore stated that in many 
‘cases where the luxury of a nurse could 
not be afforded patignts in apparently 
comfortable homes where a_ servant 
might be employed have simply perished 
for the lack of properly prepared nour- 
ishment or had their ailments aggravated 
iby the lack of intelligent care in the 
direction of food. 
| Suppose, for instance, the young house- 
| keeper with a family of little ones is 
t taken ill. She is entirely dependent for 
the preparation of food upon probably 
the one servant—the cook. If what she 
can prepare is got what it should be, the 
‘patient dare not complain lest she be 
left entirely alone. There is no such 
‘thing as the obligation of a servant 
| to a mistress, and in the hundreds of 
|cases similar to this one hears almost 
heart rending stories of a housekeeper’s 
trials. The greatest hardships experi- 
enced in the present scarcity of trained 
\gervants are not experienced to the ex- 
‘'tremity by those women who can afford 
'the luxury of several servants, but by 
‘those housekeepers just beginning who 
jean afford but the one servant and who 
' desire that that one be a good cook. 

Of the many expressions coming from 
. Atlanta housekeepers relative to the 
servant question, the following letter 
deals with the subject in an interesting 
and practical view. 

An Experienced Woman’s Views. 

“Editor Woman’s Department: I can- 
‘mot refrain from thanking you for the 
very concise and lucid way in which you 
‘handled the stupendous question that 
is positively dgthrowing the cream of 
modern housekeepers—the servant. I am 
compdratively a new member of the 
community. I came here with al] the 
Bnergy and byoyancy accruing from 
a brisk western climate, and with the 
experience of up-to-date servants, such 
as one finds in up-to-date western towns. 
‘I was considered, generally speaking, a 
good housekeeper and on leaving a city 
‘have been told my servants were in de- 
| mand owing to their thoroughness in any 

+department of domestic lige. When I 
-arrived here and heard the tale of woe 
,from my sisters in arms who preceded 
me, my bosom rather swelled with pride, 
knowing my adJdility to take the most 
stupid of God's creatures—and there is 
none more stupid than a stupid Mormon— 

‘and after patience and system produce 

‘a serving creature of real usefulness. 
“It took but two months to convince 
me I was running up against a problem 
and could sooner destroy the earth in 
'a day than solve it in a year. I threw 
}down my palm in despair and have only

“I, of course, admit that there are

“It is a strange custom to me that 


some housekeepers in giving dinners of’ 


eight or. ten covers, or even a small card 
party, should feel the necessity of out- 
side help. Were they willing to teach 
the cooks how to make the necessary 
adjuncts for these entertainments they. 
would find more comfort and daintier en- 
trees from their home talent than in gut- 
side service. 

“One could easily diverge into another 
path by discussing the deplorable but cold 
fact that many housekeepers live for 
outside appearances and the displays of 
smart wearing apparel on their backs 
rather than for actual comfort in their 
homes. Realize they should that their 
children deserve the best before any 
guest is concerned. Live as well for 
their homes as they would make effort 
to live forgyany guests being entertained. 
There shi @ld be an equality of food at 
all times. After all there is no happl- 
ness in these large displays. How dif- 
ferent is the house where one feels sure 
of always having their table so evenly 
provided that one may drop in unan- 
nounced or unexpected and enjoy a daint- 
ily cooked repast, it matter not how 
limited! 


Kindness to Servants. 

“Another point is, if the matron of 
the house would only realize—it matter 
not how low the creature be—that she 
has some mite of mind, some shadow 
of heart and feeling, and decidedly some, 
if not a whole portion, of soul, having 
been created by the same God, and in 


remembering this truth would modulate 


her voice, give her orders firmly, but 
kindly, how much better the result I 
remember when I first came here I heard 
a southern woman scream and nag at 
her negro nurse. At that time I had 
an old snuff-dipping mammy for my 
babies. The next time she made a blun- 
der of my directions I screamed at her, 
too, just as I had heard my model do. 
To my sufprise the old colored dame 
turned on me and with her eyes full, 
She said: ‘Look a hya, honey, don’ you 
do dat agin!’ I have never tried it since. 
The other way is better. GRUNDY.” 
Problem in the Army. 

A very practical movement was that 
made last fall by the army people at 
Fort Sam Houston, when after endur- 
ing many phases of the servant question 
the following official order was issued and 
posted: 

‘l. Owing to difficulties experienced in 
getting and keeping servants in the past, 
the following regulations will be strictly 
enforced: 

“2. Anw eervant discharged by any 
officer in this post will not thereafter be 
allowed on the reservation. 

“3. Any servant who leaves an officer 
will not be employed Dy any officer with- 
in six months without the written con- 
sent of the officer for whom she last 
worked. 

“4. Any officer discharging a servant 
will report the name to the adjutant so 
that it may be placed upon a Hst in the 
adjutant’s office, and servants whose 
names are on thig Ust will not bg per- 
mitted in the post. 

“By order of Colonel. Williams. 

“JOHN F. PRESTON, 

“Capt., Adt. Twentysixth Infantry.” 

An Atlanta woman familiar with the 
results of the order declared that it 
proved an excellent movement, and has 
since been adopted at many of the army 
posts. Could or would an association 
of Atlanta housekeepers adopt such a 
code pertaining to the servant question, 
they would protect themselves against 
those unprincipled in the community and 
against the arrogant and worthless 
servant,

Will Favor the Project of the 
Greater Georgia Association 


Commissioner Sargent, of the Gov- 
ernment Immigration Bureau, 
Will Attend the Greater 
Georgia Convention and 
Address the Delegates. 


Governor Joseph M. Terrell will aid tn 
the movement to start a department of 
immigration in Georgia in his message, 
which will be read to the general as- 
sembly of the state during the session 
that will commence this month. Gov- 
ernor Terrell has not yet determined ¢x- 
actly what he will say to the legislature 
or what he will recommend, but it is cer- 
tain that he will mention the matter and 
will lend his influence to the movement. 

SI am heartily in favor of inviting the 
better claSs of immigrants to come to 
Georgia,” declared Governor Terrell sev- 
eral days ago, “and I want to aid ir 


bringing them to thjs state all I can. I 


have not perfected the portion of my 
message which will deal with immigra- 
tion. but I expect to incorporate several 
ideas in it.” 

This is of especial interest in view of 
the fact that the Greater Georgia As- 
sociation has become greatly interested 
in immigration, and will ask the general 
assembly to appropriate $20,000 for such 
a state department during the June ses- 
sion. 


The annual convention of the Greater 


‘Georgia Association will be held in At- 


lanta on June 28 and ‘immigration’ will 
be the principal topic for disucssion duT- 
ing all the meetings. 

F. P. Sargent, of Washington, 
missioner of immigration of the national 
government, has aocepted an invitation 
to address the general assembly of the 
State. 

In his recent report Commissioner Sar- 
gent recommended a new plan for the 
distribution of dmmigrantsS. He thinks 
they should be encouraged to settle in 
those parts of the United States where 
conditions are similar to the sections from 
which they came. He thinks that people 
from the Piedmont sections of Murope 
should be induced to locate in the Pied- 
mont sections of the United States, This 
would give the southeastern portion OT 
the country a very desirable class of im- 
migrants and a large number of them. 

The Greater Georgia Association wishes 
to cooperate with Comissoiner Sargent 
and will do everything possible to en- 
courage the national government to adopt 
His ideas.

New 
York onened weak at wide declines and 
the bears displayed considerable aggres- 
siveness, selling heavily in anticipation 
of a bearish report.

This was followed by a fe- 
covery to 11.36. Other active months 

Net losses 
were July !5 points; August 16; Septem- 
ber 29, while all other new crop position 
lost 38 points.

COTTON.—The cotton market today was 
highly sensational, in that the price va- 


riations were and the op ‘n 


trading circles differed materially. The 
Liverpool cables were disappointing, and 
the early market on this side was very 
weak. The government report attracted 
a lot of attention, and, on the lower lev- 
els, the market was supported, many 
professions arguing that the market was 
due for a reaction, since there has been 
a big drop from the top prices of a week 
ago, and since the government figures 
are now out of the way. There was a 
fair movement in the ‘south, but the 
weekly statistics generally were bullish. 
Decreasing stocks were noted at many 
points. The crop advices from the south, 
through private sotrces, were frather 
bearish, indicating favorable weather, ex- 
cept in some sections of the southwest, 
where some fears prevailed on account 
of the tornado in some sections of Okli- 
homa, Kansas and Missouri. The trade 
was not very large: The spot markets 
were steady, ahd some attention was 
given to a slight advance in Liverpool 
spot prices, due to further talk of in- 
creased consumption on the other side. 
In view of the wide movements of the 
market of late, any _ conservative in- 
terests were not disposed to give out any 
definite opinions on the close. Accord- 
ing to the government report of today, 
the cotton acreage amounts to 31,730,371) 
acres, an increase of 2,823,016 over last 
season, or 9.8 per cent. The average 
conditions of the crop is 83 against 74.1 
last year. . 

WHEAT.—Sentiment in the wheat pit 
continued quite bullish Saturday, . but 
there was less aggressiveness among the 
longs, despite the fact that a. big short 
Interest was said to be extant, and de- 
spite the fact that the weather and crop 
conditions were regarded as unfavorable 
by the various crop statisticians. Cash 
demand was small; export demand light. 
Many longs sold out in view of the Sun- 
day interval. Kansas reports were bull- 
tsh, indicating floods had done much 
dama to growing crop. Statistics 
generally met expectations, and the late 
marieet dissPayed considerable irregu- 
larity, favoring a rather feverish and 
irregular ruling from now till after the 
crop report of the govenment fs pro- 
mulated.

Cantaloupes so far are coming from 
Florida only, and by reason of improper 
judgment on part of growers, by shipping 
stock that is over ripe, is showing results 
of but little value. Shippers should take 
notice to pull and pack stock that is be- 
ginning to turn, fill the packages well, 
which wtll hold the melons ‘intact, and 
insure their arrival in merchantable con- 
dition,

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, June 4.—The New York Fi- 
fancier this week says: 

“The most notable feature of the offi- 
¢ial statement of the New York associat- 
ed banks for the five days of last week, 
Monday being a holiday, were the fur- 
ther liquidation in loans; the moderate 
net increase in cash, notwithstanding the 
estimated large gain as shown by the 
traceable movements of money; the quite 
&mall decrease in general deposfis and a 
further increase in surplus reserves. The 

* loans were reduced $3,918,200, making a 
liquidation in this item -of $42,363,400 in 
the three weeks since May 14. The great- 
er part of this reduction in loans, which 
was effected during the fortnigMt ending 
the previous week was due, as has been 
héfetofore stated, to the cancellation of 
lOans of public deposits which were sur- 
rendered to the treasurer; the further 
liquidation last week seems to have 
been caused by the indisposition of bor- 
rowers tO make new engagements, even 
at the low rates for thme money ruling 
in the market. The cash gain for the 
week was only $2,029,900 net, which, as 
the estimates ee nmistakably show- 
ed an increase of 780,700—as the dis- 
etrepancy is otherwise inexplainable, it 
may be regarded as due to the average 
System. The general deposits decreaged 
only $154,600, or $1,735,700 below the 
sum of the reduction in loans less the 
net gain in cash, and therefore the state- 
ment failed to make a good balance. The 
required reserve against general depos- 
its decreased $38,750, which sum added 
to the net gain in cash, made $2,068,560 
as the increase in surplus reserve to $31,- 
760,875. 

“Computed upon the basis of deposits, 
less those of $23,380,500 of public funda, 
the surplus is $37,606,000. Public deposits 
were decreased $1,497,300 during the 
week and circulation was incréased $280,- 
400, making, with the previous week's 
gain in the item a totai of $801,600 in the 

fortnight. The dally average of clearings 
for the bank week of five days was 
$181 ,000,000, or $100,000,000 greater than 
for the previous yeek. The clearings on 

‘Saturday, refiecting Friday’s business, 
‘were 738,404,090, or below the daily 
average.

Some revival of 
trade was reported from the west early 
in the Waek Owing to the progress re- 
ported by the grain crops, but the lack 
ef sufficient warmth during the week and 
the tone of some of -ae unofficial crop 
estimates have impaired the better feel- 
ing over the grain crop outlook, 
Gross earnings of railroads reported 
have made rather better comparisons 
With last year than in the preceding 
weeks, the declines making a smaller 
percentage. Net earnings for April, 
however, have been discouraging, and 
have failed to reflect any benefit from 
measures of retrenchment. Better hopcs 
are held in this respect for the May 
showings, ag reductions of working 
forces have been acomplished during 
that time.

COTTON. 


The government report on cotton issued 
today from returns of an average date 
of May 26 makes the condition. of the 
crop on that date 83 against 74.! on the 
same date last year, and indicatégs ag 
increase in acreage ot 9.8 per cent, 

It 1s noteworthy that the greatest in- 
crease in acreage is in the virgin terri- 
tory west of the Mississippi, especially 
in Louisiana. Texas, Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory, where the productive ca- 
pacity of the land is the greatest and the 
increase in acreage, 9.8 per cent, indi- 
cates, therefore, an even larger percent- 
age of increase in the entire crop. 

As to the reported increase in acreage, 
it jis to be remarked that The Financial 
Chroinicle in its annual report issued 
yesterday figured it at 11.62 per cent, 
and in reward to the condition it has un-/ 
doubtedly improved since May 26, no 
less of an authority than H. H. Reese, 
telegraphing me today that “If the condi- 
tion was 83 on May 26, it is fully 93 
now.” 

It must therefore be conceded that to- 
day the condition of the crop is at least 
20 per cent and proWhbly 25 per cent bet- 
ter than it was the same time last year, 
and other things being equal, the matne- 
matically indicated crop for the coming 
season is at least 12,000,000 bales. 

This calculation takes no accodnt of the 
fact that the crop this year has been 
planted much earlier than last, in ground 
exceptionally well watered by a vernal 
rainfall unusually gemerous, and that it 1s, 
therefore, likely to mature earlier and be 
less susceptible to possible drought in 
August or an early frost in November, 
to both causes of which shortage of last 
year’s production is attributed Ceftain 
ly the conditions under which the further 
development of ashe plant is to be had 
ean hardly be less propitious than Iney 
were last year, and the relative gain ofr 
25 per cent already established . will 
therefore probably be maintained untill 
the end of the season. 

In the face of such conditions, any an- 
prehension of a scarcity of fhe raw ma- 
terial for next year or for the balance 
of this season may well be dismissed. 
With the assurance of such 4 crop, anv 
attempt to corner either July or August 
deliveries would be only to Invite disas- 
ter. Spinners would not. buy at corner 
prices, and the manipulators might have 
to sel] the cotton they received at a de 
cline of 4 cents per pound. 

The world’s visible and 
ply of cotton of all growths !s today 
about 3,000,000 bales. This must be sold 
within the short sixty days now rematin- 
ing before tne new crop shall be avail- 
able In quantity and spinners need feel 
no uneasiness over the much talked of 
diminution in tne visible supply. Cotton 
is worth nothing if fhere are not spin- 
ners to buy it, and with the assurance 
of an abundant yield next year manu- 
facturers can within reason absolutely 
command the situation. The entire dis- 
appearance of the visible supply for one 
day would make no difference if it were 
known that it would be abundantly re- 
plenisned on the next. 

As regards the value of the next crop 
it is well to bear in mind that the un- 
commercial gpeculation of the past two 
years has #o disorganized trade that the 
consumption of American cotton this 
year will probably not exceed 9,300,000 
to 10,000,000 bales as against nearly 
11,000,000 bales two years ago. It fs 
easy to destroy. It {s hard to recon- 
struct. The destruction ig quickly ae 
complished. The process of upbullding 
is slow. So far as tne cotton manufac- 
turing trade is concerned the rehabtii- 
taion will have commenced when the 
raw material shall be available at a 
price bearing a reasonable relation. to 
the cost of production, Dut meantime 
the large stocks of manufactured goods 
now unsold must be disposed of at a 
loss, the present business depression in 
America and the presidential election, 
must have passed and the Russo-Jap- 
anese war whicn is destroying wealth 
at the rate of about one thousand mil- 
lion dollats per annum, and reducing the 
world’s purchasing power to that extent 
must be brought to a close.

“There is a good deal omore fright 
about the bite of a rattlesnake than 
there is actual danger,’ said a_ well- 
known physician recently. Il do not 
mean to say that the 
is not a very serious thing. but 1 do 
mean to say that this particular sort 
of snake is really not so ready or apt to 

‘get in his bite’ as some others 

In the first place, there is the 

generally credited fact that the 
tier is the most honest of snakes. 
doesn't ‘pick a fight.’ He doesn't lay 
In Wait for any one. He won't run 
away, Of course, for he ts a plucky rep- 
tile. but he will curl up and give you 
a fair warning from those rattles of 
his before he attempts to strike. I re- 
member once in the west finding a rat- 
tler just ahead of my horse's fore feet. 
I had no weapon of any sort, so I rode 
on, passing within a few feet of th: 
reptile. The snake was curled and ready 
for my horse in case the animal side 
stepped, but as we did nothing of that 
sort we were allowed to pass in prace. 

“Again, the truth is that the poison of 

the rattler does not get into the wound 
inflicted by the fangs in the average 
human being. For the average human 
being nowadays is clothed, and the holes 
in the fangs through 
comes are rather far up toward the roof 
of the mouth. Consequently very often 
the point of the fangs may enter the 
skin, while the poison dribbles out harm- 
lessly enough wpon the trousers or the 
boot.

M past two or three years, and the 


public has almost forgotten his thrilling 


adventures by land and sea. But his 
reappearance at an early date is prom- 
ised, sye The London Chronicle. 

We are told that he is about to con- 
found unbelievers by riding a turtle, not 
rotnd the surf-beaten coasts of Austra- 
lia, but on the calm waters of the basin 
at the Hippodrome, 

The great traveler has been preparing 
himself for his next public appearance 
by spending some months in a quiet 
village in Bedfordshire. Here he has 
found ready listeners to the marvelous 
stories of his adventurous life. The vil- 
lagers have gazed with awe upon a man 
whose deeds have startled the ‘wide 
world.” 

But it fs not merely as a raconteur that 
Henri de Roughemont sought to shine in 
his country retreat. He has held a firm 
belief in spiritualism, and many are the 
stories he has to tell of communings with 
the departed. 

Charles Dickens it appear, has often 
paid a visit of late to the humble coun- 
try cottage which has afforded a shelter 
from a skeptical world. What the great 
novélist has said to M. de Rougemont 
has not been repeated, probably because, 
like the soldier's statement in Sam Wel- 
Jer’s examination, it is not evidence, The 
shades of other great men, according to 
his story, have also paid him visits, and 
he has been in great request at local 
Seances. . 

But it is not alone as a means of com- 
munication with the under-world t®at M. 
de Rougemont seeks reputation. He has 
spoken of his powers as a faith healer, 
and has freely offered to place them at 
the disposal of his fellow-villagers—not, 
we hasten to add, with any thought of 
gain, for he has always expressly dis- 
claimed that he seeks payment for his 
services. But even the simple Bedford- 
shire rustics have the twentieth century 
preference for a medical man over the 
cleverest faith healer in existence, and 
s0 his services have not so far been in 
much request. 

On one occasion, it is true, he tried his 
hand on a lunatic, but the experiment 
Was not a conspicuous success and it 
had to be ahandoned. Lately he has been 
seeking a confirmed caSe of cancer upon 
which to prove his powers. 

Emerging from Seclusion. 

M. de Rougemont has been living quite 
alone, and his few and simple wants have 
been satisfied quite easily. The villagers 
have at last come to look upon him as 
one of themselves, and are grateful for 
his kind intentions toward them, although 
they do not seem very anxious to take 
@ivantage of them. 

Now our hero ts about to seek a wider 
etage. It will be remembered that one 
of hia stories was that of riding a turtle 
in the Australian seas. It is true that 
Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Streeter, two well 
known names in Australian pearling and 
travel, and Louwls Becke, all three de- 
clared that such a thing was impossible, 
and they put the story in the same cate- 
gory as that of the ‘flying wombat,” 
which M. de Rougemont met somewhere 
.on his travels, 

But all such scoffers are to be con- 
founded, as soon as his impressario, who 
is said ta be a very wealthy man, has se- 
cured the two big turtles, which have 
been telegraphed for, and are coming 
from San Francisco as fast as the Union 
Pacific railway and a Cunard steamship 
can bring them. They are to weigh not 
less than 350 pounds each, and our ex- 
plorer is to ride them at the hippodrome. 
Pending their arrival he is, we hear, to 
pay a vielt to the Jardin des Plantes at 
Paris, where they have some very fine 
lang tortoises (which are larger than the 
ordinary turtles of commerce), and’ on 
these he intends, if possible, to get his 
hand in ogain. 

The manager of the hippodrome is ea- 
gerly awaiting his arrival, in order that 
the arrangements for the new and inter- 
esting turn can be fixed up.

The new performer comes 
to the manager of the  hippodrome 
through a man well known in the enter- 
taining world, and he is looking forward 
to a great ‘‘draw.”’ 

There is one comforting thought. What- 
ever may he the result of the venture, 
turtle soup is always in great demand. 
In any case, the $50 pound turtle will 
not have visited this country in vain. 


Roosevelt Mania.

We are now able to inform the world 
on the authority of Mr. Riis, that the 
author of this awesome, hushful, and 
almost too sacred revelation, is Dr. Al- 
bert Snaaw. The mention of. it has evi- 
dently put Mr. Riis to. his trumps, for 
he has himself produced something 
which we hesitate to rank below that 
other masterpiece. It relates to the time 
when Mr. Roosevelt was a police com- 
missioner in New Yora. Listen to the 
voix emue of Mr. Riis: 

I rememter once when L got excited— 
over some outrage perpetrated upon 
American missions or students in Tur- 
key, J think. It was in the old days 
in Mulberry street, and I wanted to 
know if ou@ ships could not run the 
Dardanelles and beard the Turk in his 
capital. 

“Ah,”’ put in Colonel Grant, who was 
in the police board, “but those forts 
have guns.’’ 

“Guns!"’ said Roosevelt; nothing more. 
It is impossible to describe the empha- 
sis he put upon the word. But tn it I 
seemed to hear Decatur at Tripoli, Far- 
ragut at Mobile. ‘‘Guns!” 

We think that any comment of ours 
would grate upon the reader’s feelings. 
He must be left to enjoy so delicious a 
morsel as this in reverent silence.—From 
Two Books on Roosevelt, by Harry 
Thurston Peck, in the April Bookman.

_ Country Around Tallulah ‘The Terrible’ Noted For Picturesque Beauty---Its Deep Gorge and Boisterous Falls 


Logging Scene in Rabun County, on Line of Tallulah Falls Railway Extension.

HB extension of the Tallulah Falls 

railway from Tallulah to Frankiin, 

N. C., when completed and in oper- 
ation, will develop a section of country 
embracing an area of more than 1,86U 
square miles, the mineral] wealth, lum- 
ber resources and water powers of which 
are excelled by no other section of the 
south. 

Northeast Georgia and that part of 
North Carolina embraced in the counties 
of Macon, Clay and Jackson, with their 
rich viens of gold, are bound to become 
the California of the east. 

The industrial inactivity that has hith- 
erto characterized White and Rabun 
counties, in Georgia, hag not resuited 
from want of resources or settlers capa- 
ble of developing same, but inaccessi- 
bility. To overcome this it has been 
necessary to dig through mountains and 
tressle canyons. Now that the extension 
of the railroad is assured, it is expected 
that an industrial expansion and prog- 
réss never before experienced in the 
mountain sections of the south will take 
place. On the great plateau will be build- 
ed cities and towns filled with factories 
and work shops, whose wheels will be 
driven by the development of the im- 
mense unutilized water powers among 
the mountains. 

As early as 1829, twenty years before

Asbestos Corundum and Gold. 

Conspicuous among the minerals of 
northeast Georgia are asbestos, corun- 
dum and gold. There are no iron oré 
mines of any importance. 

Corundum in its broadest sense is a 
term for all native occuring oxide of 
aluminum, including the precious stones, 
ruby and sapphire. In a more restricted 
sense it is applied to all the non-trans- 
parent varieties of dark or dull color. The 
largest corundum mine in the state and 
one of the largest in the south is that of 
the Laurel] Creek Mining Company, in 
Rabun county, near the North Cqprolina 
line, in the vicinity of the grade exten- 
sion of the Tallulah Falls railway. 

The asbestos of northéast Georgia is a 
fibrous variety of the common mineral 
hornblende and is the true asbestos of 
all mineralogist. The asbestos of Canada 
is fibrous form of the -nineral serpentine 
called ehrysolite. 

Owing to inadequate transportation fa- 
cilities only 550 short tons of asbestos 
Was mined jin northeast cieoigia up. to 
1901, the greater bulk of which come 
from Sall’s mountain, in White county. 
Some mines recentiv cpened up in Rabun 
county show a better fiver and grade of 
asbestos than any formally found in 
Georgia. 

Report of Gold Mining Engineer.

50 Says Dr. Langley in Discussing His Great Man-Carrying Machine W ith 
Frank G. Carpenter--The Flying Machine, He says, Is Far 


From Being a Failure. 


(Copyright, 1904, by Frank G. Carpenter.) 
Washington, June 4.—(Special.)—I have 
just returned from a talk with Secretary 
Langley about his flying machine, the 
experiments in launching which resulted 
so disastrously last fall. I say “launch- 
ing,”’ for as will be seen from this inter- 
view the ability of the machine to fiy has 
never Héen tested. The accidents have 
occurred before it was free fngm the 
launching stage. It has really never 
been in the air. You might as well say 
that a great modern steamer broken in 
launching, would not float if it were suc- 
cessfully placed upon the water. Indeed, 
there is every reason to believe that the 
Langley machine will fly, and that, once 
properly launched, its engines will drive 
it through the air at the will of the en- 
gineér, sitting and controlling it as the 
engineer controls his ship upon the sea. 
This is the belief of Mr. Langley. It 8s 
also the belief of other scientists and me- 
chanical experts, who know something 
of the machine and its construction and 
the experiments which Mr. Langley has 
Successfully made in this field. 
A Scientific Invention. 
Before giving jy talk with Mr. Lang- 
ley let Me say a word as to what he has 
done in this and other flelds of discovery 
and invention. His work is everywhere 
knOwn in the scientific world, and his 
standing in Europe is as high as in the 
Unjted. States. What Edison, Tesla and 
Bell have deen in the fields of practical in- 
vention he-has been in scientific invention, 
He has created new methods Of studying 
the heavenly bodies, ha@ to the largest 
extent measured the heat of fhe sun, and 
by his invention of the bolometer has 
produced an instrument by which the 
temperature of a sunbeam can be tested 
to the millionth part of a degree. WPvery 
railroad in the United States runs on a 
time system invented by Mr. Langley: 
It was through him that we got the 
systematic time’ service by which the 
clocks all over the country are regu- 
lateé from the observatories, and by 
wh:id the railroads run their ‘trains 
without danger from accidents through 
varying time. 

This invention illustrates one phase of 
Mr. Langley’s work. He brings his enor- 
mous scientific knowledge down to the 
practical uses of mankind, and he has 
for years been devoted to the study of 
the sun and its heat, with a view to their 
better adaptation to practical uses. This 
has been his professional study, but he 
has also for years been investigating the 
properties of the air and making scientific 
and other experiments to give the world 
the knowledge upon which may be based 
its successful navigation. .To test these 
properties he has made machine after 
machine, from some so small that they 
could be held in the hand to others so 
large that they would fill the room Of a 
good sized house. He had failure after 
failure, but from each failure he learned 
something. His work in aerial investi- 


gation went on for sixteen years before | 


it culminated in the first successful aero- 
drome which flew up and down the Po- 
tomac in 1896. . 


The First Aerodrome. 

I had the honor to describe the first 
flight of that machine for the public of 
the United States. I spent a week with 
Mr. Langley on an island in uhe efver tn 
order to secure a time for the best flying 
conditions, It came and I then saw enis 
machine, which was made chiefly of steel 
weighing as muchas a 4-year-old boy, 
but so large that it would about fill the 
average parlor, dart forth from. the

launching Stage and fiy through the air. 
Its motive power was an exceedingly 
light steam one horsepower engine, in- 
vented by Mr. Langley. it carried 5 
pounds of water, and it flew through the 
air a distance of about three-quarters 
of a mile, continuing to fly until all the | 
water had been converted into steam, | 
when it gently dropped down up°n the | 
bosom of the Potomac.

Mr. Langley, ‘‘that I was Surprised that 
it did not attract more attention. It was 
made on August 8 of last year being 
the first time in the history of invention 
that any successful flight took place in 
public. The model carried a gas engine 
of three-horsepower, which drove it. It 
then stopped only because of a defect 
in its fuel supply. Mt left the launching 
Stage without trouble, and this assured 
us th@m it was alj right for the larger 
machine.,’’ 
The Lightest Gas Engine Ever Made. 

“Then I suppSse you use a gas engine 
in this iarge machine?’ 

“Yes,” veplied Mr, Langley. ‘‘We have 
& gas enging of extraordinary lightness 
for the very eensiderable horse power. 
The eiginé-‘wasa one of my chief difficul- 
ties. I am not an engineer, and indeed, 
I ge not have attempted to con- 
struct the machine had 1 known the 
troubi¢é J should have in getting the power 
engine, In 1898 I made a contract with 
an American builder for a suitable engine. 
He {greed to deliver one within a year, 
but/at the close of that time foung that 
hef was unable to produce what was 
Dedea. For my purpose it ig necessary 
oO have the lightest engine possible, with 
a certain definite horse power. Find- 
ing it impossible to get this in the United 
States, I went to Europe and visited the 
works there noted for building light en- 
gines. I went to Maxim's in England, 
and t6 the best known of the French 
and German éngine builders, but no- 
where could I find one which weighed so 
little at 10 pounds to the horse power, 
none as light as that ever having been 
built. I was then most reluctantly forced 


to undertake to build the engine myself | 


or to have it built under my supervision. 
l say reluctantly, as I am not an engi- 
neer. I then secured the assistance of 
Mr, Charles M. Manly, a young mechan- 
ical engineer, a graduate of Cornell uni- 
versity, and we tried to produce a lighter 
engine than any yet made. We made 
experiment after experiment, until we 
finally developed a gas engine much less 
than half the weight of the lightest gas 
engine we could procure in Europe. This 
is the engine which operates the present 
machine. I will not say just how light 
it is, but it weighs less pounds per horse 
power. At the same time it is of won- 
derful strength in comparison with its 
weight.”’ 
A Military Secret. 

“You refer to the press, Mr. Langley. 
Why did you not let the newspaper men 
see the machine when you first took it 
down the Potomac?” 

“That was not a matter of choice with 
me,’’ was the reply. “I explained why 
at the timé. A large part of the money 
employed th making the machine was 
furnished try @he war department with a 
view to using it, if successful, in war- 
fare. For this reason the department 
wanted its construction to be a military 
secret. Suppose, for instance, that Japan 
had a successful flying machine, the se- 
cret of whose construction was known 
only to the Japanese, would not the war 
department of that country be anxious 
to keep that secret from the Russians? 
With such a- machine they could fly over 
the armies in Manchuria and estimtae 
their elze and armament. They could 
reconnoiter the country for miles about 
thelr army and prepare to resist an ai- 
tack, They could look down into Port 
Arthur and perhaps determine the length 
of siege required to take it. These are 
the principal uses of a fiying machine in 
reconnoissances, without speaking of its 
potentialities as a war engine in dropping 
dynamite. Do you wonder that tne Unit- 
ed States army does not wish to give 
publicity to a possible Invention of this 
kind made with ite money, or that I, as 
a conscientious servant of the govern- 
ment, could not but obey such instruc- 
tions? I looked wpon the machine than 
aS a military secret. Much of its con- 
etruction is a secret today. I can show 
it to you, but I cannot allow you to make 
any scientific or detailed description of 
if for the reasons I have stated. 

‘T regret much,’’ concluded Secretary 
Langley, ‘‘that my situation in this mat- 
ter has not béen understood or fairly 
stated, though I tried to explain it at the 
time.” 

As to the Future. 

“Tf it were left to you, Mr. Langley, 
what would® you now like to do as to 
the machine? I ‘asked. 

“Tf that were the case,’’ he replied, “I 
should like to put it in order and launch 
it under such conditions that it could 
show its possibilities of a flight through 
the air. The machine is not seriously in- 
jured, and it could easily be repaired. 
Another launching apparatus, however, 
would be a matter of much é¢xperiment 
and of considerable expense, whicn is 
beyond my means.” 

May Fly from the Land. 

‘Would you again use a house boat for 
such an experiment%” 

‘T cannot sap as to that,” replied Mr. 
Langley. “The machine carries a man 
in it, and it is hardly fair to the man 
that it should be flown under such condi- 
tions that if there is a failure he must 
fall into the water. It might be better 
to launch it from the land.” 

“But. Mr. Langley,” safd I, “ig it not 
softer to fall on the water than on the 
land?’’ 

“T see that you do not understand how 
these machines fail,’’ said Mr. Langley. 
“Once fairly launched in the air tney 
descend like a parachute, so gently that 
there is little danger to any one in them. 
In the flights we have so tar made, these

“Those matters are in the far future,’ 
replied Mr. Langley. “TIT hesitate to 
speak of them for fear I shall be thought 
impractical. I see no reason, however, 
why they should not be used for many 
commercial purposes. In any case the 
air is a highway that leads everywhere, 
and the track is already laid.” 

“What speed can be attained by ma- 
chines like yours?” 

“Flying machines, based upon the prin- 
ciple upon which mine is constructed, 
must necessarily fly fast, or they will 
fall. They cannot remain stationary, for 
the moment they stop their weight !s 
such that they begin to sink. For con- 
tinued flight we must have a minimum 
speed of about 20 miles an hour, and we 
have gone much faster than that. The 
small models have actually attained a 
speed of about 30 miles an hour, and the 
large one may be expected to. go in- 
definitely faster.” 

Science v. Money. 

“Will you please tell me, Mr. Lang- 
ley.” said I, ‘‘what has been your chief 
motive in working upon such machines? 
You have devoted the leisure of a third 
of your active life to this subject. What 
have you hoped from it?” 

“T don’t Hike to discuss motives,” Te- 
plied Mr. Langley. ‘““The truth, however, 
is that the commercia) .end of this ma- 
chine has had nothing to do with the 
work I have put upon the subject dur- 
ing the past twenty years.

ie about to come to a practical and satis- 
factory reality. 
_ To those who have watched carefully 
the drift of the times it has long been a 


certainty that not many years hence all’ 


| the bodies of the Presbyterian faith would 

| meet upon a common ground of doc- 

| trinal ethics, and from thenceforth work 
under the game banner. 

The recent actions of the northe 
Presbyterian general assembly in ses- 
sion at Buffalo and that of the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian general assembly at 

‘ Dallas, Tex., together with the overtures 
of friendship and good feeling made by 
| both of these bodies to the southern gen- 
eral assembly in session at Mobile, seems 
‘to indicate conclusively that the time 
‘of union ts not far distant. 
Causes of Separation. 

There was a time when they were all 
together, but for various and sundry 
| reasons they have drifted apart. The 

'thrée main divisions of the Presbyterian 
church at the present time are the .north- 
‘ern Presbyterian church, the southern 
Presbyterian church and the Cumberland 
| Presbyterian. If these can be harmon- 
‘ized and brought together it Is alto- 
‘gether probable that the several other 
| Small branches will come into’ line with- 
' Out much trouble. 
| The Cumberland Presbyterian church 
' division was caused by a difference of 
‘opinion as to educational qualifications 
of the ministry in about the year 1810, 
leading up to a difference of opinion then 
'finst. openly expressed, but -which had 
'in reality been helq for a long time as 
to the doctrine of election, or God’s se- 
lection of certain persons for salvation. 
This division occurred in the Cumber- 
land mountain section of Kentucky, and 
grew so strong that a separate church 
was the result, with the appropriate title 
of Cumberland Presbyterian. This church 
has. steadily grown from the time of its 
organization, and has just recently erect- 
ed one of the handsomest churches in 
, Atlanta. The pastor here, Rev. George 
' Herbert Mack, is looked upon as one: of 
the strongest divines of the church, and 
is a man of broad and liberal Chris- 
tianity. Of course the union, if it takes 
place between the Cumberland and the 
northern church will have little or no 
effect on this local church. 

The prime reason for the division of the 
southern Presbyterian church was the 
civil war. When hostilities began it 
was impossible for southerners to go 
north to assembly meetings and also 
equally impossible for northerners’ to 
come seuth. Thxt the work of the church 
mizht confinag@ therefore, a separate 
Presiuyterian church was formed. After 
war was declared the south deemed that 
there were two countries—therefore two 
bodies of Presbyterians were necessary. 


Harsh Resolutions Adopted. 

During the meeting of the northern 
general assembly in !86! this assembly 
took action by resoletion against the 
southern church which charged the 
southern church with “heresy, blasphemy, 
schism, treason and rebellion.” As soon 
as this was known to the Sor:thern Pres- 
byterian church a realization came to 
them that a fordidding barrier had been 
reared between the two churches. The 
Presbyterian church tad alway® stood 
for a complete separation of ‘church and 
state, and the southern branch clung to 
‘this item of doctrine with undying devv- 
‘tion. At the close of the war the north- 
‘ern church began making overtures to the 
/gouthern church for reunion. They were 
‘promptly informed that two vital objec- 
tions were in the way of rnion. The first 
was that the Presbyteflan church had 
always stOod for separation of church 
from state and complete freedom of _in- 
dividual conscience. And secondly that in 
self-respect the scuthern church could 
not even enter negotiations concerning 
union so long 
stil] had on its record books the charges 
against the southern church above re- 
ferred to. Finding the southern church 
a unit on this matter the northern church 
rescinded its acticn on the subject of 
“treresy, blasphemy and schism,’’ but by 
a “‘rider’’ said that the charge of trea- 
won and rebellion still stood. This half- 
hearted work on the part of the northern 
church caused the matter ‘to drop im- 
medfately. To show the temper of the 
northern church in its political dealings 
the following paragraphs adopted by the 
old and new schoo] in 1865 are typical: 

“Church sessions are also ordered to 
@€xamine all applicants for church mem- 
bership b: persons frem the southern 
states, or who have been living in the 
gouth since the rebellion, concerning their 
conduct * * * and if it be proved that 
of their own free will they have taken 
up arms against the United States, such 
person shall not be admitted to the com- 
munion of the church till they give evi- 
dence of repe:tance for their sin and re- 
nounce their error. 

“That the ministers of the gospel resi- 
dent in what have been known as the 
rebe] states—mer. professing to helieve ir

Harmony in Sight at Lgst.

liefs and service. In foreign lands mucn 
in this direction has already been secur- 
ed, and evidently with wholesome and 
useful results. For various causes the 
question of closing up some of these 
branches in the home land has been 
definitely raised, and already three as- 
semblies have taken action upon tne 
subject in some form, and others may yet 
take action upan the same general sub- 
ject. 

In the Cumberland Presbyterian assem- 
bly the terms of union with the Presby- 
terian church, north, were adopted with 
a narrow majority, there being only five 
more than the two-thirds vote necessary 
to carry the proposals. According to the 
terms of union, the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church takes the name of the 
church, north; accepts its creed as the 
revised confession of faith of 
1903, together with the catechisms 
and other standards. They also 
provide for separate presbyteries tor 
other races when they so desire it. ‘rnere 
are also, in connection wit the terms 
of union, certain concurrent declarations. 

These terms of union will be sent down 
to the presbyteries for debate and adop- 
tion, and it will require the vote of a 
majority only of the presbyteries to ren- 
der them effective. If less than @ ma- 
jority vote favorably, then the wnole 
movement, in its present form at least, 
ends. If more than this number of 
presbyteries approve, then the next as- 
sembly will enact the terms of unlon, 
and thus make them finally effective. 

In the church, north, the same terms 
of union were considered and acted on. 
After considerable debate they were car- 
a very targe Majority. ‘baking 
the terms of union as their advocates 
explained them, to the effect that the 
Cumberland brethren were coming Over 
formally to the church, north, it was not 
easy to argue against the proposals; be- 
cause argument was based on the Cum- 
berland confession, was reasoning based 
on what they were willing to abandon. 

The assembly, north, concurred in the 
proposals to have separate presbyteries 
and synods for other races when they de- 
sire tt. It is to be Observed that the 
original terms of union provided only for 
separate presbyteries, but the assembly 
also proved a proposal to Nave separate 
synods in like manner. 

This action simply sends these pro- 
posals down to the presbyteries for ap- 
proval or disapproval, and a two-thirds 
vote of theSe courts in the church, north, 
ls necessary give the unlon roposals 
effect. If such a majority is secured, 
then the assembly of 1905 will enact what 
is necessary to give tne Union Iinal etf- 
fect. 

‘The assembly, north, did another very 
important thing. It passed a resolution, 
after adopting terms of union, in which 
it distinctly and unequivocally declared 
that the revision of. 1903 did not modify 
the integrity of the system of doctrine 
contained in the standards. In this Way, 
this assembly announced its position in re- 
gard to what has been so variously under- 
stood. It thus served notice on the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church that the 
generic Calvinism of the confession re- 
mains intact. It remains to be seen what 
effect this may have on the Cumperiana 
side, as it has been said that this re- 
vision so affeyted the system of doctrine 
as to make uylon between the two bodles 
possible and~ proper. 

In the southern Presbyterian assembly, 
very important action was also taken 
in regard to choser ielations with sister 
churches. This action came before the 
assembly from two quarters. The one 
was a considerable number of overtures 
from presbyteries and synods of the 
southern church. ‘lhe other was certain 
action taken by the assembly, north,_on 
the second day of its sessions. By this 
action, passed heartily, all aspersions 
cast upon the southern church by pre- 
vious assemblies of the church, north, 
were removed. This action produced a 
deep impression upon the assembly, 
south, and. compelled serlous considera- 
tion of closer relations, as suggested in 
the overtures already mentioned. 

The result was the appointment of a 
committee of conference,+ consisting of 
six ministers and three guling elders, to 
consider the whole questian of closer re- 


to

with other Presbyterian, Reformed 
churches, and to make report to the next 
general assembly. This action was taken 
after deliberation and debate, and the 
functions and duties of this committee 
are carefully detined. 

What the oUtcoOme of all this may be, 
we can not now foresee. The present 
temper of fraternity is admirable. 

The union between the Cumberlands 
and the church, north, may fail in 
the presbyteries of the former body, 
although it seems likely to carry in 
those of the latter. The Opposition in 
the former is strong, and likely to oon- 
tinue through the year. We learn that 
a paper has been started to oppose the 
union, and the opposition is likely to 
develop strength in the rural districts of 
that body. 

Three things done by the assembly, 
north, will have some bearing upon tne 
southern churcn, and the work of the 
committee of conference appointed. One 
is the removal of all the aspersions cast 
upon us by past assembles of the church, 
north. Another is the action taken in 
regard to separate presbyteries and syn- 
ods for other races. An the third is 
the assertion that revision in 1903 did 
not impairsthe system of doctrine in the 
confession. 


Interest in Union by Other Churches. 
| Much has been said about church union 
‘the past few years, but there has been 
no practical test of its advisability. 
Therefore, all churches in America will 
watch with a growing interest the union 
of ail Presbyterian bodies. and should 
it- prove successful it will, doubtless, 
lead to other church unions, and who 
knows that it may be but the first dawn- 
ings of a brighter day when all churches 
will be harmonized under one standard, 


Views of Press on Union. 

The Outlook says: “The color line 
was also in the way. The Cumberland 
church has Separate presbyteries and 
SynoOds for negroes, and the northern 
Presbyterians have thus far refused 
to draw the line; colored commissioners 
sit in its assemblies. On this point a 
strong feeling existed, but the announce- 
ment that the Cumberland assembly 
had accepted the union by a two-thirds 
vote was received With great applause 
and when the vote was reached on the 
question the result was practically 
imous in favor of union.” 

The Outlook either intentionally 
otherwise Overlooked the fact ae 
report adopted by both 
southern assemblies ¢ 
synods and presbyteries for negroes 
Editor of Cumberland Presbyterian 
Union: “!.

Washington, came to the platform to 
offer the following resolution: 

“ ‘Whereas, It is known to this as- 
sembly that the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian chureh In the United States 
has before it, in its present session at 
Mobile, Ala., overtures from several of 
its presbyteries looking to closer rela- 
tions with this assembly; and 

‘‘*Whereas, We earnestly desire to re- 
move all obstacles to such relations; now, 
therefore be it 

‘“Resd@lved, That this general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church in the United 
States of America, hereby removes all 
aspersions and charges of any and every 
kind made by previous assembles refiect- 
ing on the Christian 
Presbyterian church in the United States, 
and is ready at any time to confer mn the 
subject ot closer relations whenever such 
conference shall be agreeable to the gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbytrian church 
in the United States.’ 

“There was appended to this a second 
resolution providing that this action 
shouid be reported at once by telegraph 
to the southern assembly. A distinct 
sensation was felt in the assembiy on 
the reading of Dr. Hamlin’s resolution. 
No voice was raised in opposition, but 
a motion was made by Judge Wilson, of 
Philadelphia, for reference to the com- 
mittee on bills and overtures on the plea 
that consideration was needed of just 
what action it was proposed to rescind, 
Several brief. speeches were made on the 
matter of reference. Dr. Hamlin returned 
to the platform to say that he had a: 
hand the information asked for. He read 
the resolution of the southern assembly 
of 1882 withdrawing aspersions on the 
northern church, aod the reply or the 
northern assembly in session at Spring- 
fieid, llls., reseinding all counter reflec- 
tions ‘except those relating to disloyalty 
and rebeltion’—the last clause being the 
famous ‘Herrick Johnson rider.’ This re- 
striction, Dr. Hamlin pleaded, ought now 
to be wiped out. He had no okjection ta 
reference to the @gommittee except that 
he thought that the moral effect of the 
action on the 1ginds and hgarts of south- 
ern Presbyterians would be vastly great- 
er if the step toward closer friendsaip 
were taken with spontaneous enthusiasm 
and without the appearance of caiculat- 
ing deliberation. 

“his speech of Dr. Hamlin carricd the 
day. There were a considerable number 
of votes for reference, Dut an over- 
whelming’ shout against it, and On tne 
main question for adopting, a perfect 
whirlwind of “‘ayes’’ rose to the roof, and 
there was but one lonesome tan 6 6lilp 
what seemed a great passion of brother- 
ly feeling, the commissioners began to 
sing ‘“‘Blest Be the Tie That Binds.”
